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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  for  the  year  1967  as 
follows: 

Milton  H.  Welt,  Chairman  of  Selectmen

Charlotte  W.  Morey,  Chairman  of  Boards  of  Health  and 
Welfare  and  Clerk  of  all  Boards 

As  increasing  numbers  of  our  citizens  choose  Cape  Cod  as 
a  place  to  live  and  work,  many  of  them  from  communities 
outside  of  Massachusetts,  the  tempo  of  activity  at  the  Town 
Office  quickens  from  year  to  year.  Those  of  us  who  put  in 
each  working  day  attempting  to  keep  up  with  the  routine  de¬ 
mands  of  local  Town  government  are  simultaneously  in¬ 
volved  in  the  operation  of  an  extremely  complex  information 
service. 

It  is  only  natural  that  this  be  so,  and  each  member  of 
the  Town  Office  staff  takes  interest  and  pride  in  giving  the 
information  requested  accurately  and  courteously.  We  are 
fortunate  in  the  calibre  of  personnel  we  have  and  the  Se¬ 
lectmen  receive  many  favorable  comments  concerning  their 
courtesy  and  efficiency. 

As  a  result  of  action  voted  at  the  1967  Annual  Town 
Meeting  the  Selectmen  established  a  Town  Engineering  De¬ 
partment  and  hired  Mr.  Chester  Langtry  as  our  first  Town 
Engineer.  His  report  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

Work  is  continuing  on  layouts  and  alterations  of  Queen 
Anne  Road  between  Route  124  and  Route  39  preparatory  to 
a  major  reconstruction  project  slated  for  late  1968  or  1969 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  90,  with  County  and  State 
participation  in  the  cost. 

Final  plans  and  orders  of  taking  were  filed  on  the  lay¬ 
outs  of  Trout  Brook  Road,  South  Harwich,  Hath-a-way,  West 
Harwich  and  a  portion  of  Moody  Road,  Harwich  Port,  were 
accepted  at  Town  Meeting. 

Preliminary  hearings  were  held  on  the  layouts  of  Larkin 
Lane,  Harwich  Center;  Howard  Road,  Harwich  Center  and 
Harden  Lane,  East  Harwich.  These  roads  are  expected  to  be 
recommended  for  acceptance  in  the  1968  Annual  Meeting. 
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A  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Hyannis  Marine  Service 
on  their  bid  to  construct  floats  for  the  Town  Landing  at  Allen 
Harbor;  and  additional  lighting  and  electrical  wiring  were 
provided. 

On  advice  of  Town  Counsel  a  continuance  of  a  scheduled 
hearing  at  the  Land  Court  in  April  was  requested  and  grant¬ 
ed  until  January  11,  1968  and  the  firm  of  Hay  &  Dailey  of 
Boston  was  retained  to  assist  in  the  preparation  of  the  Town’s 
case  in  the  matter  of  the  Shore  Road  beach.  In  anticipation 
of  the  result  of  this  hearing,  the  Selectmen  have  prepared 
an  article  for  insertion  in  the  1968  Annual  Warrant  which 
will  call  for  rescinding  the  action  voted  by  the  Town  under 
Article  55  of  the  1965  Town  Meeting  wherein  the  Town  voted 
not  to  spend  any  of  the  $7,500.  appropriation  until  it  could 
be  ascertained  by  the  Land  Court  that  any  artificial  accretion 
of  this  beach  would  be  to  the  benefit  of  the  Town  and  not  to 
abutting  private  property.  Such  action  if  voted  will  enable  the 
Selectmen  to  petition  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Waterways  Division  for  assistance  in  planning  and  execut¬ 
ing  a  project  for  restoring  this  beach. 

Land  purchased  adjacent  to  the  Pleasant  Road  Beach  in 
1966  was  developed  into  a  parking  lot  in  time  for  the  1967 
season. 

New  by-laws  enacted  at  the  1967  Meeting  provided  for 
restrictions  on  so-called  junk  cars  and  for  limitation  on  the 
height  of  hedges  and  fences  at  intersections.  In  answer  to 
letters  from  the  Chief  of  Police  and  the  Selectmen  a  number 
of  trouble  spots  were  improved. 

The  property  adjacent  to  the  Town  Office  on  the  west 
formerly  the  residence  of  the  late  Representative  Harry  B. 
Albro  was  purchased  from  his  estate  for  future  expansion. 

Dedication  ceremonies  for  the  Charles  D.  Holmes  Memo¬ 
rial  Forest  were  held  on  Memorial  Day  with  many  of  the  late 
Mr.  Holmes’  relatives  and  friends  in  attendance.  A  fitting 
bronze  tablet  and  memorial  stone  were  unveiled. 

An  order  of  taking  was  filed  at  the  Barnstable  Registry 
of  Deeds  in  connection  with  the  New  Haven  Railroad  prop¬ 
erty  from  the  Mid-Cape  Highway  north  to  the  Harwich- 
Brewster  town  line.  We  believe  this  acquisition  will  prove  to 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  Town  in  the  possible  future  devel¬ 
opment  of  Town  Beaches  on  Hinckley’s  Pond  and  Seymour 
Pond  and  opportunity  for  improvement  in  the  layout  of 
Route  124  in  Pleasant  Lake. 
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The  Selectmen  have  conferred  with  Gaffney  Associates, 
Architects,  in  studying  a  future  addition  to  the  Town  Office 
Building.  We  are  deferring  action  until  the  Town  Meeting 
decides  what  course  it  will  take  in  regard  to  Brooks  Free 
Library.

The  Selectmen  are  in  session  on  every  business  day 
throughout  the  year  and  in  addition  it  is  our  privilege  to 
work  with  the  various  committees,  boards  and  departments 
which  make  up  our  local  Town  government,  as  well  as  with 
the  many  citizens  who  serve  in  an  unpaid  capacity.  Each 
year  we  express  to  them,  in  behalf  of  all  the  Townspeople, 
our  appreciation  for  their  willingness  to  give  of  themselves 
for  the  good  of  the  community. 

We  have  continued  to  receive  excellent  cooperation  dur¬ 
ing  1967  from  all  departments  in  the  continuing  effort  to¬ 
wards  a  better  town.

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Report  of  the  Assessors 


As  previously  planned  all  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Prop¬ 
erty  Tax  Bills  were  again  processed  by  Computer  and  a  some¬ 
what  earlier  date  for  mailing  them  was  reached  this  year. 

The  United  Appraisal  Company  was  contracted  with  to 
continue  the  maintenance  of  value  standards  established 
by  “Full  and  Fair  Cash  Value”  assessing — as  applied  to  prop¬ 
erties  completed  as  of  January  1,  1967  and  others  in  process 
on  that  date. 

The  Assessing  Department  processed  over  700  property 
transfers  during  the  year  and  this  activity  in  real  estate  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  continuing.  We  are  dependent  on  the  Registry 
of  Deeds  for  copies  of  these  transfers  to  complete  our  records. 

As  a  result  of  our  recent  re-appraisal  of  all  Real  Estate, 
five  cases  were  appealed  to  the  Appellate  Tax  Board.  One 
case  was  withdrawn,  one  won  by  the  Assessors  and  three  lost. 
The  latter,  all  residential  properties,  resulted  in  abatements 
for  1967  totaling  $131.10  in  Tax  dollars.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


The  Harwich  Board  of  Health  had  an  exceptionally  busy 
year  in  1967. 

A  great  deal  of  the  time  was  spent  in  the  preparation  of 
the  plans  and  construction  for  the  layout  of  the  new  dis¬ 
posal  area,  which  is  located  on  Queen  Anne  Road  and  was 
opened  November  20.  The  land  was  purchased  and  various 
pits  and  assignment  of  areas  were  approved.  The  rubber 
tired  front  end  loader,  which  is  used  in  this  type  of  sanitary 
land  fill  was  put  out  to  bid.  Witt-Armstrong  of  Needham 
was  the  low  bidder  and  the  Caterpillar,  which  is  in  daily  use 
is  being  leased  on  a  monthly  basis.  There  are  two  pits  at 
this  new  area  which  are  in  use,  depending  upon  which  way 
the  wind  is  blowing.  All  septic  wastes  are  dumped  in  one 
area  set  aside  for  this  purpose,  while  another  area  is  for 
brush  and  stumps.  The  Rubbish-Garbage  section  is  covered 
and  compacted  each  day  at  the  closing  of  the  dump.  Our 
disposal  area  is  open  seven  days  a  week  from  8  a.m.  to  4  p.m., 
subject  to  change  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Rules 
and  regulations  are  on  file  in  the  office,  a  copy  of  which 
may  be  obtained  by  anyone  so  desiring.  The  custodian  of  the 
disposal  area  is  Robert  Marceline,  who  is  most  cooperative 
and  helpful  at  all  times. 

With  the  closing  of  the  old  disposal  area  on  Lothrop 
Avenue  a  vermin  problem  was  at  hand  but  it  was  brought 
under  immediate  control  by  a  local  contractor,  Robert  Joy 
and  Mr.  Harold  Halliday,  a  local  representative  for  a  termite 
and  pest  control  company.  We  wish  to  thank  the  towns¬ 
people  for  their  patience  and  cooperation  during  this  tran¬ 
sitional  period. 

Mr.  Richard  Sturtevant,  County  Health  Sanitarian,  made 
several  inspections  of  various  nature  for  the  local  Board  of 
Health,  including  samples  of  Herring  River  several  times 
during  the  summer  months. 

A  clinic  was  held  for  all  town  employees  desirous  of 
having  an  Asian  Flu  shot. 

Several  dwellings  were  condemned  during  the  year  by

the  Board  of  Health  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  these 
were  razed  by  the  owner  or  by  the  owner’s  permission  to  have 
them  burned  by  the  Fire  Department  as  a  drill  project. 
Other  owners  have  been  contacted  as  to  their  unsightly 
structures  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  taken  down  in 
the  very  near  future. 

The  beaches  were  operated  by  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Robert  E.  Joy,  low  bidder,  was  awarded  the  contract  for  the 
care  of  the  beaches.  An  extra  life  guard  was  hired  for  the 
1967  season  and  he  was  stationed  at  Earle  Road,  thus  making 
five  life  guards  on  duty  seven  days  a  week,  weather  permit¬ 
ting  (and  it  was  a  rainy  drizzly  summer).  The  parking  at¬ 
tendants  were  on  duty  from  July  4th  to  and  including  Labor 
Day,  and  there  again  a  parking  attendant  was  at  Earle  Road 
for  the  first  time.  Seaweed  seemed  to  present  a  problem 
with  many  of  our  beach  goers  and  a  mechanized  rake  was 
hired  for  Red  River  Beach  and  all  hands  turned  out  to  do 
hand  raking  at  all  the  beaches.  The  seaweed  was  stock  piled 
and  carted  away  through  the  kindness  of  Charles  Monroe, 
Highway  Surveyor  and  some  of  his  able  assistants.  Daily 
tags  were  sold  at  the  Red  River  Beach  by  the  parking  at¬ 
tendants  and  once  again  due  to  the  poor  summer  weather 
only  $644.00  was  realized  from  the  daily  tags.  Resident  and 
guest  stickers  were  sold  at  the  Police  Station  daily  from  the 
middle  of  June  through  and  including  Labor  Day  and 
$5,731.00  was  realized  from  these  sales.  Sixty-five  stickers 
were  refunded  at  the  end  of  the  season.  A  portion  of  Mr. 
Allison’s  beach  at  Bank  Street  east  of  the  Town  owned  beach 
was  leased  by  the  Town  and  fences  were  installed  along  the 
leased  property  line. 

Mrs.  M.  Kathleen  Wixon  requested  a  leave  of  absence 
from  her  duties  as  Assistant  Town  Nurse  and  we  were  in¬ 
deed  saddened  by  her  death.  The  Town  is  most  fortunate  in 
having  Mrs.  Georgianna  Shatzer,  R.N.,  as  Town  Nurse,  who 
can  be  reached  at  432-1307  and  Mrs.  Mary  Scannell,  R.N.,  as 
assistant  Town  Nurse,  whose  telephone  is  432-1217. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
townspeople  for  their  patience  and  understanding  in  our 
several  problems  and  also  to  thank  Richard  Sturtevant,  our 
County  Health  agent  and  H.  Donald  Stanford  our  local 
health  agent  for  their  continued  cooperation.  Mr.  Chester 
Langtry,  our  town  engineer  was  most  helpful  in  planning 
the  new  disposal  area.  We  also  wish  to  thank  Faye  Owens, 
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the  dog  officer,  who  answers  all  complaints  promptly  (even 
to  skunks). 

There  were  four  premature  babies  born  in  Harwich  dur¬ 
ing  1967  and  one  case  was  aided.  The  usual  communicable 
diseases  were  reported  and  the  Board  of  Health  continues 
to  issue  all  licenses  such  as  Common  Victuallers,  Lodging 
House,  Motels,  Inns  and  Funeral  Directors. 

All  swimming  pools  are  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Health, 
after  an  inspection  has  been  made  and  approved  by  one  of 
the  County  Sanitarians.

To  the  Citizens 
Town  of  Harwich 

In  1967  we  have  observed  a  trend  in  more  planning  and 
working  together  of  health  related  agencies  and  interested 
citizens  on  community  problems. 

The  confirmation  of  four  cases  of  Rocky  Mountain  Spot¬ 
ted  Fever  received  much  attention.  The  leadership  in  the 
Health  Services  Community  has  taken  the  responsibility  to 
put  this  in  its  proper  perspective.  A  county-wide  committee 
of  responsible  agency  and  citizen  representatives  has  been 
charged  to  define  the  problem  and  prepare  recommendations 
for  a  sound  and  reasonable  program  to  control  wood  ticks 
before  the  1968  tick  season  starts. 

The  Cape  Cod  Community  Council  representing  the 
health,  education  and  welfare  agencies  sponsored  an  all  day 
institute  on  health  services  in  Barnstable  County.  Dr.  Leona 
Baumgartner,  visiting  professor,  Harvard  Medical  School,  an 
internationally  known  public  health  expert  was  the  key  note 
speaker.  This  was  a  stimulating  and  beneficial  program. 

On  September  5,  1967,  Governor  John  A.  Volpe  signed 
into  law  a  requirement  that  all  school  children  be  immunized 
against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  tetanus,  pertussis,  measles  and 
polio  unless  exempted  for  medical  or  religious  reasons.  This 
bill  was  introduced  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  and  endorsed  by  the  Massachusetts  Medical  So¬ 
ciety.  The  law  became  effective  December  4,  1967. 

As  a  result  of  state  legislation,  the  Cape  Cod  Mental 
Health  Area  Board  with  21  members  has  been  appointed  and 
has  started  its  work.  This  group  has  been  given  great  respon¬ 
sibility  in  studying,  planning  and  producing  services  which 
will  prevent  emotional  illness  and  help  those  mentally  ill 
and  afflicted  with  mental  retardation.  This  is  a  responsible 
group  of  your  representatives  and  you  can  expect  encourag¬ 
ing  results. 

The  concern  for  continued  provision  of  high  quality  pub¬ 
lic  health  service  is  constant  and  requires  study  of  needs  and 
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planning  for  necessary  action.  Some  of  the  outstanding 
health  needs  are: 

1.  The  extension  of  psychiatric  service  for  children  and 
a  beginning  program  for  adults.  Our  adults  must  still  travel 
to  Boston  for  limited  out-patient  services. 

2.  The  need  to  make  more  effort  to  prevent  dental  caries 
(tooth  decay),  one  of  our  important  public  health  problems. 
The  remedy  fluoridation  is  safe,  inexpensive  and  easily  ad¬ 
ministered.  All  we  need  is  for  the  citizens  to  take  steps  to 
make  this  treatment  available. 

3.  There  continues  to  be  a  need  for  more  planning  to¬ 
gether  and  coordination  of  activities  of  all  health  related 
agencies  in  meeting  community  health  needs.  The  Cape  Cod 
Community  Council  is  the  available  instrument  that  could  be 
called  on  to  give  this  leadership  and  service. 

4.  Need  for  attention  to  the  many  problems  associated 
with  increased  demands  for  clean  public  water  supply,  and 
disposal  of  sewage  and  solid  wastes.  We  see  this  requiring  all 
towns  to  formulate  plans  separately  and  cooperatively  to 
meet  the  short  and  long  term  needs. 

5.  The  need  for  a  social  case  work  service  for  the  family 
with  multiple  problems. 

6.  There  is  a  serious  need  for  upgrading  salaries  of  the 
professionals  in  order  to  keep  and  recruit  necessary  personnel. 
To  maintain  high  standards  of  public  health  service,  we  need 
a  minimum  number  of  highly  qualified  professional  staff  sup¬ 
ported  by  trained  health  aides.  This  kind  of  planning  is  im¬ 
perative  to  insure  good  service.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  year  1967  was  a  very  active  one  for  the  Harwich 
Planning  Board. 

1.  Three  zoning  articles,  creating  new  commercial  areas, 
were  proposed  for  the  1967  Town  Meeting.  All  three 
passed,  two  unanimously. 

2.  We  supported  the  article  creating  an  Engineering  Depart¬ 
ment  which  has  already  been  of  immeasurable  value  to 
the  Harwich  Planning  Board  in  the  area  of  subdivision 
engineering  and  control. 

3.  After  the  public  hearing,  the  Harwich  Planning  Board 
adopted,  on  May  29,  1967,  new  Rules  and  Regulations  rela¬ 
tive  to  subdivisions.  We  now  have  some  of  the  best  stand¬ 
ards  on  Cape  Cod. 

4.  In  1967  the  Board  held  13  public  hearings.  Nine  subdivi¬ 
sions  were  reviewed  and  approved.  In  June  we  held  one 
open  hearing  to  consider  the  possibility  of  rezoning  Route 
28.  The  Board  also  held  36  Board  meetings,  of  which  12 
(one  per  month)  were  open  to  the  general  public.  Most  of 
the  time  we  spent  reviewing  the  material  submitted  to  us 
relative  to  the  Harwich  Master  Plan. 

5.  Early  in  1967  the  Planning  Board  supported  the  Harwich 
Water  Department  in  initiating  a  water  system  improve¬ 
ment  study  which  was  completed  by  Whitman  and  How¬ 
ard,  Inc.  in  December  1967. 

6.  The  Harwich  Planning  Board  finished  reviewing  the  ma¬ 
terial  presented  by  Metcalf  and  Eddy  relative  to  the  Har¬ 
wich  Master  Plan  and  accepted  the  report  which  was  ini¬ 
tiated  in  February  1966  and  published  in  February  1968. 

This  report,  to  a  large  degree,  is  based  on  the  results  of 
a  detailed  soil  survey  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  carried  out  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  Soil  Conservation  Service 
in  cooperation  with  the  Barnstable  Conservation  District. 
The  Master  Plan  report  covers  many  important  areas,  taking 
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into  consideration  the  expected  rapid  growth  of  the  town  and 
measures  needed  to  channel  this  growth  toward  the  best 
interests  of  the  town  as  a  whole. 

Because  this  report  may  not  satisfy  all,  nor  present  all 
the  answers  or  alternatives,  we  have  asked  the  Town  of  Har¬ 
wich  to  vote  and  create  a  review  study  group  for  the  explicit 
purpose  of  reviewing  the  material  in  this  report  so  that  they 
may  make  their  recommendations  to  the  Planning  Board  for 
future  action. 

A  synopsis  of  the  Master  Plan  report  has  been  sent  to 
every  voter  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  their  consideration. 
Complete  drafts  of  this  report  will  be  on  file  at  the  Town 
Office  and  several  libraries  in  the  town  for  those  who  would 
like  to  review  the  background  material  used  to  form  the  rec¬ 
ommendations  found  in  the  synopsis. 

In  the  1968  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  of  Harwich 
will  be  asked  to  vote  on  several  large  capital  outlay  programs. 
The  Master  Plan  covers  these  areas  in  detail  and  makes  cer¬ 
tain  recommendations.  We  feel  that  they  are  sound  recom¬ 
mendations  and  request  your  review  and  support. 

The  members  of  the  Planning  Board  wish  to  thank  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  various  town  boards  and  committees 
for  their  cooperation  and  support  in  the  year  1967.  We 
strongly  feel  that  team  spirit  is  just  as  important  for  a  town 
as  it  was  for  the  Red  Sox.  Let  us  work  together  for  a  better 
Harwich.

Report  of  the  Planning 
and  Economic  Development  Commission 


1967  has  been  a  very  progressive  year  for  this  Commission 
under  the  guidance  of  our  Executive  Director,  E.  Fletcher 
Davis,  who  came  with  us  in  December  1966.  We  have  finally 
received  our  $25,470.00  grant  from  E.D.A.  to  cover  with 
matching  funds  to  underwrite  costs  of  staff  expansion  and 
economic  development  program. 

The  Commission  qualifies  as  an  accepted  organization 
for  approval  of  all  government  grants  for  the  extension  of 
sewer  plants,  water,  open  space  planning,  conservation,  etc. 
Six  of  these  Town  plans  were  first  reviewed  by  the  Director 
and  Executive  Committee  and  the  details  were  reported  to 
the  Commission  at  regular  meetings  for  their  approval.  The 
services  of  Professor  Joseph  F.  Courtenay  have  been  discon¬ 
tinued  on  completion  of  a  long  range  plan  for  the  entire 
Cape  that  is  now  being  studied  to  reduce  it  to  specific 
subjects. 

Director  Davis  has  already  started  a  study  of  Public  Salt¬ 
water  Beaches  and  parking  facilities.  He  has  published  a 
Cape  Cod  Water  Pollution  report  for  Town  members’  study 
and  has  established  himself  with  contacts  to  our  fifteen 
Towns  to  be  of  assistance  in  any  local,  as  well  as  overall  or 
regional  problems. 

A  21  member  Committtee  was  created  at  a  recent  meet¬ 
ing  with  Frederick  W.  Lawrence  as  Chairman  on  Economic 
Development  for  the  Cape. 

At  last  we  have  a  Commission  that  can  truly  represent 
Cape  Cod  as  a  unit  when  problems  appear  State  and  Federal 
wise  on  roads,  water,  transportation,  etc.  This  Commission 
meets  once  a  month  except  July  and  August  and  Harwich  has 
been  represented  at  each  meeting  except  June  when  both 
our  Representative  and  Alternate  were  obliged  to  be  out  of 
Town.

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Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 


Annual  Report  —  Year  1967 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Personnel  Board  rec¬ 
ommended  and  the  voters  approved  a  revision  in  the  Classifi¬ 
cation  and  Compensation  Plan  which  added  Step  6  for  all 
salaried  employees  and  an  increase  in  wages  for  all  employ¬ 
ees  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Personnel  By-Law. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  accepted  with  regret  the  de¬ 
cision  of  J.  Waldo  Myers  not  to  stand  for  reappointment  to 
the  Personnel  Board.  Mr.  Myers  has  served  the  Personnel 
Board  with  distinction  as  its  Chairman  since  its  inception 
May  26,  1960.  His  leadership  in  writing  the  original  By-Law, 
with  subsequent  revisions  to  keep  it  current,  and  in  obtaining 
the  cooperation  and  confidence  of  Department  Heads,  has 
been  outstanding. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  appointed  Henry  B.  Molony 
to  the  Personnel  Board.  The  Board  was  reorganized  with 
Henry  F.  Smith  serving  as  Chairman,  Henry  B.  Molony  as 
Vice  Chairman  and  Philip  V.  R.  Thomson  as  Clerk.  During 
the  year  normal  changes  in  personnel  and  wages  were  pro¬ 
cessed.  Under  the  provisions  for  emergency  classification,  a 
new  position  of  Town  Engineer  was  created. 

During  the  fall,  the  Personnel  Board  met  with  Department 
Heads  and  Town  Boards  to  consider  a  cost  of  living  increase 
in  wages  for  Town  employees.  On  November  17,  1967,  the 
Personnel  Board  voted  a  3%  increase  in  the  Classification  and 
Compensation  Plan  and  submitted  a  detailed  Article  for 
inclusion  in  the  Annual  Town  Warrant.

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Report  of  the  Town  Counsel

Gentlemen: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  concerning 
the  law  department  of  the  Town  for  the  year  1967. 

During  the  past  year,  Town  Counsel  has  submitted 
thirty-nine  written  opinions  to  nine  separate  departments 
of  the  Town  covering  numerous  phases  of  municipal  law.  Of 
the  three  land  damage  cases  pending  against  the  Town,  two 
were  settled  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  trial  of  the 
third  case  was  started  before  a  Master  and  is  presently 
awaiting  further  assignment  for  additional  hearings.  Five 
tax  appeal  cases  resulting  from  revaluation  were  filed  with 
the  Massachusetts  Appellate  Tax  Board.  Four  of  these  cases 
were  tried  before  the  Board  and  disposed  of,  with  one  remain¬ 
ing  case  which  has  not  yet  been  assigned  for  hearing. 

Recovery  was  had  as  a  result  of  old  age  liens  filed  against 
persons  who  have  recently  deceased.  During  the  year,  four 
claims  were  made  against  the  Town  for  personal  injuries 
suffered  as  a  result  of  various  accidents  and  of  these  cases, 
two  have  been  settled,  one  is  being  defended  by  the  Town’s 
insurance  company,  and  one  case  is  presently  pending.  One 
claim  against  the  Town  for  medical  services  rendered  under 
welfare  legislation  was  tried  and  disposed  of  after  hearing 
before  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 
There  is  presently  pending  in  the  Barnstable  Superior  Court 
one  appeal  from  the  denial  of  a  variance. 

Land  acquisition  for  various  municipal  purposes  as 
voted  by  the  Town  Meeting  have  all  been  completed  either  by 
purchase  or  taking  by  eminent  domain,  including  the  new 
Town  disposal  area  which  is  now  in  operation. 

The  continuing  cooperation  of  the  department  heads 
and  members  of  the  various  boards  has  been  most  helpful  in 
concluding  many  of  these  matters  in  a  manner  that  has  been 
most  beneficial  to  the  Town.

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Report  of  the  Golf  Study  Committee 


Since  the  1967  Town  Meeting,  the  Golf  Study  Committee 
has  been  principally  concerned  with  a  careful  review  of  all 
phases  of  our  original  study.  This  has  included  consideration 
of  the  need  for  additional  and  expanded  recreational  facili¬ 
ties,  growth  in  both  visitor  and  permanent  population,  and 
the  continued  accelerated  growth  in  golf  as  a  recreation. 

We  have  made  some  changes  in  the  details  of  land  de¬ 
sired,  and  taken  into  account  the  increases  in  construction 
costs,  and  reworked  our  estimates  of  debt  service  require¬ 
ments  based  on  expected  higher  rates  of  interest. 

During  the  year  we  have  watched  with  interest  the 
trends  at  other  golf  courses  on  the  Cape  and  studied  the 
relationship  of  their  activity  to  the  other  phases  of  the 
vacation  industry,  particularly  as  they  were  affected  by 
“Expo  67”  and  the  weather.  In  spite  of  these  two  factors 
which  had  a  heavily  depressing  effect  on  the  revenues  of 
hotels,  motels,  some  cottage  colonies  and  guest  houses,  activi¬ 
ties  on  the  golf  courses  held  up  remarkably  well. 

The  Bass  River  course  experienced  a  drop  of  about  2% 
for  the  year,  accounted  for  by  the  weather  which  made  play 
virtually  impossible  for  17  days  in  mid-season.  As  early  as 
March  this  course  was  turning  people  away,  had  their  biggest 
day  in  history,  and  all  indications  are  that  the  course  would 
have  operated  at  full  capacity  with  a  substantial  increase  in 
revenue.  The  number  of  annual  memberships  among  resi¬ 
dents  was  sharply  increased.  Their  confidence  in  continued 
growth  is  reflected  in  their  plans  for  continued  improve¬ 
ments  and  the  addition  of  rental  golf  carts. 

While  final  figures  have  not  yet  come  in  from  Dennis,  it 
has  been  estimated  that  their  1967  revenue  increased  about 
10%  in  spite  of  unfavorable  weather  conditions.  The  experi¬ 
ence  of  these  two  municipal  courses  the  past  year  has  thus 
exceeded  this  committee’s  anticipated  growth  in  interest  and 
demand  for  this  type  of  recreational  facility  in  this  area. 

We  have  re-examined  the  site  recommended  and  re¬ 
viewed  the  virtues  of  other  sites  suggested  and  previously 
considered,  with  particular  attention  to  those  portions  identi¬ 
fied  by  owners  of  record.  We  believe  we  have  the  agreement 
of  the  Planning  Board,  the  Recreation  Commission,  the  Park 
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Department,  the  Selectmen  and  the  engineering  consultants 
of  the  Planning  Board  that  the  site  selected  as  best  suited  to 
the  purpose.  The  site  has  been  visited  by  two  golf  architects, 
a  land  use  planner,  an  experienced  golf  course  construction 
man  and  a  representative  of  the  National  Golf  Foundation. 
Study  has  been  made  of  the  contour  maps  of  the  Geodetic 
Survey  and  three  dimensional  aerial  photographs. 

We  have  adjusted  the  land  description  to  reduce  the 
original  by  about  25  acres  of  land  identified  by  owners  of 
record,  making  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  cost  of  aquisi- 
tion.  Because  approximately  200  acres  is  not  identified  as  to 
owners  and  apparently  not  producing  tax  revenue,  all  indica¬ 
tions  are  that  the  site  will  be  acquired  at  a  cost  less  than  any 
other  we  might  have  chosen. 

We  are  firmly  convinced  that  our  financial  reasoning  is 
sound  and  that  the  margin  between  operating  costs  and 
revenues  will  amply  cover  debt  service  requirements.  The 
total  amount  of  authorization  is  the  same  as  last  year  be¬ 
cause  the  reduced  amount  allocated  for  land  may  be  re¬ 
quired  to  cover  increased  costs  of  construction.  We  believe  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  borrow  the  amount  of  the  full  author¬ 
ization,  and  certainly  not  be  necessary  to  later  ask  for  addi¬ 
tional  funds.  This  because  the  amount  allotted  to  land  could 
well  be  double  what  is  needed  and  the  anticipated  “State  Aid” 
would  reduce  the  actual  land  cost  by  half.  We  have  been 
offered  the  services  of  an  experienced  architectural  designer 
for  buildings  gratis  as  a  contribution,  assuring  minimum  cost 
of  this  part  of  construction.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  is 
preparing  chart  presentation  of  the  financial  picture  and 
debt  service  requirements  as  a  part  of  its  publicity  and  are 
using  a  conservative  interest  rate  of  4  1/2%. 

The  construction  of  a  Municipal  Golf  Course  will  add 
prestige  to  the  Town,  increase  interest  in  Harwich  as  a  place 
to  visit,  aid  in  the  development  of  the  Town  as  a  desirable 
residential  community,  attract  retirees  with  substantial  in¬ 
comes  and  add  materially  to  the  tax  revenue  as  adjacent  and 
surrounding  properties  are  developed.  Ample  evidence  of  this 
is  indicated  by  the  character  of  developments  in  the  areas  of 
golf  courses  in  other  towns.  The  construction  of  golf  courses  in 
connection  with  large  residential  developments  such  as  Blue 
Rock  and  New  Seabury  have  assured  and  provided  orderly 
development  of  the  areas  materially  helpful  to  the  towns 
concerned. 

We  are  particularly  pleased  that  confirmation  of  the 
foregoing  by  the  Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  caused 
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that  body  to  take  the  initiative  this  year  in  filing  an  article 
for  the  1968  Town  Meeting.  This  action  confirms  our  con¬ 
viction  that  Harwich  needs  this  facility  now. 

We  do  not  consider  that  this  project  puts  the  Town  “into 
business”;  it  is  a  major  and  important  extension  of  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  responsibility  to  assure  the  continued  development  of 
the  Town  as  a  good  recreational  and  residential  community. 
This  in  addition  to  beaches,  parks,  marinas,  tennis  courts, 
boat  and  fisherman’s  landings.  This  project  has  the  one  dis¬ 
tinction  that  its  construction  and  operation  and  financing 
will  NOT  add  to  the  tax  burden  of  the  town.  It  can  be  en¬ 
tirely  paid  for  by  the  people  who  use  it.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  the 

Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Civil 
Defense  for  the  year  1967. 

Civil  Defense  preparedness  in  peacetime  to  alleviate  the 
effects  of  an  attack  upon  the  people  and  the  economy  is  most 
essential.  We  as  peace  loving  society,  appear  to  ignore  the 
danger  to  our  security,  to  discount  the  requirement  to  be 
prepared.  We  do  not  accept  the  fact  that  a  nuclear  attack  is 
probable,  but  the  fact  remains  that  it  is  a  possibility.  The 
staggering  blow  which  this  Nation  would  suffer  from  such  an 
attack  would  require  all  the  powers  of  the  American  people 
to  survive,  recover  and  win. 

In  order  to  help  prepare,  your  Civil  Defense  Unit  has  seen 
to  it  that  shelters  are  stocked  and  personnel  are  schooled  in 
the  various  duties  attached  to  shelters.  For  instance,  we  have 
just  recently  completed  a  course  on  Personal  and  Family 
Survival  at  our  High  School.  We  hope  to  begin  a  course  on 
Radiological  Monitoring,  and  the  Medical  Self-Help  Course 
also  at  the  High  School. 

Sometime  during  the  coming  year,  the  Corps  of  Engineers 
will  initiate  a  survey  of  all  the  buildings  in  Town  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  effectiveness  of  basements  for  shelter.  As  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  provide  shelter  for  every  person,  it  is  felt  that  any 
protection  afforded  by  cellars  and  the  like,  will  be  of  benefit 
in  the  survival  of  the  family.  Instructions  and  any  assist¬ 
ance  will  be  forwarded  when  the  survey  is  completed. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  persons  involved  in  our  Civil 
Defense  program,  especially  the  members  helping  with  our 
monthly  radio  drills,  for  giving  of  their  time  and  efforts  to 
help  with  this  program.

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Report  of  the  Beach  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 

I  hereby  submit  the  Report  of  the  Beach  Committee  for 
the  year  1967. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  of  1967  the  Beach  Commit¬ 
tee:  Oversaw  all  17  Town  Beaches  and  found  them  in  reason¬ 
ably  good  condition. 

The  Board  walk  at  Bank  Street  Beach  has  been  widened. 
The  extra  parking  area  at  Pleasant  Street  Beach  was  put 
into  use. 

Because  of  an  unusual  amount  of  seaweed  washed  up 
on  Red  River  Beach  this  past  summer  it  was  necessary  to  hire 
a  power  rake  to  clean  it  up.  Hand  raking  by  Selectmen  per¬ 
sonally,  and  the  Life  guards  and  attendants  at  the  beach  was 
also  a  great  help.  The  Committee  suggested  an  emergency 
fund  be  set  up  for  the  hiring  of  the  power  rake  under  similar 
conditions. 

We  reviewed  the  status  of  Case  45692  Land  Court  in 
Equity,  Shore  Road  Beach,  West  Harwich,  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich  versus  Keeler  et  al,  and  found  the  Land 
Court  has  not  yet  reached  a  conclusion  on  said  case. 

Because  of  the  unfortunately  wet  season  the  number  of 
Beach  stickers  sold  was  almost  2000  less  than  1966,  but  the 
sticker  system  went  much  more  smoothly. 

It  is  hoped  that  clean  sand  dredged  from  the  entrance  of 
the  new  Andrews  River  Harbor  will  be  trucked  to  the  West 
end  of  Red  River  Beach  to  expand  that  facility. 

We  recommended  cement  curbs  be  poured  between  park¬ 
ing  lots  and  sand  area  at  Earle  Road  and  Bank  Street 
Beaches,  and  a  start  be  made  at  Red  River  Beach.

The  past  year  has  been  an  active  one,  on  town,  state,  and 
federal  levels  of  veteran’s  benefits  and  assistance.  The  year 
has  also  been  marked  by  numerous  changes  in  state  direct¬ 
ives  and  federal  laws. 

The  federal  changes  benefit  those  veterans  who  served 
honorably  and  continuously,  a  least  181  days  at  any  time 
after  January  31,  1955,  or  who  were  released  from  active  duty 
after  that  date  for  a  service-connected  disability. 

A  summary  of  these  benefits  is  available  at  this  office  as 
is  a  good  supply  of  the  most  commonly  used  federal  forms. 

Costs  of  medical,  dental,  hospital,  and  convalescent  care 
have  risen  and  will  continue  to  rise.  Wherever  possible  this 
office  keeps  these  costs  down  by  utilizing  Medicare,  Medex, 
and  the  facilities  of  the  VA  Hospitals  and  out-patient  clinics 
in  Providence  and  Boston. 

To  quote  the  “VA  Pledge  of  Service”,  this  office,  under 
the  direction  of  your  Selectmen  and  Commonwealth’s  De¬ 
partment  of  Veterans  Services,  is  “dedicated  to  administer 
veterans’  laws  efficiently,  expeditiously,  and  with  sympathet¬ 
ic  understanding.”

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Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyor 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Highway  Department 
for  the  year  1967. 

Your  Highway  Department  has  had  its  usual  quota  of 
work  this  year  and  hope  that  it  has  been  satisfactorily  ac¬ 
complished.  This  being  the  intentions  of  the  men  working  on 
our  highways  we  have: 

Oiled  and  resurfaced  twelve  miles  of  road 

Installed  fourteen  catch  basins  to  help  eliminate  the 
problem  of  surplus  water 

Installed  approximately  four  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of 
drainage  pipe 

Installed  seventeen  filter  beds 

As  much  as  we  would  like  to  do  so,  none  of  us  have  found 
a  way  to  control  the  weather.  Unfortunately,  we  had  to  con¬ 
tend  with  an  above  normal  amount  of  rainfall  during  the 
summer  of  1967.  The  rainfall  hampered  work  designated  for 
this  time  of  year.  It  is  important  that  maintenance  work  such 
as  the  oiling  and  hard-topping  of  roads  be  done  when  road 
conditions  are  most  favorable.  The  work  requests  which  we 
were  not  able  to  complete  will  be  scheduled  for  completion 
in  the  spring  of  1968. 

The  employees  of  the  Highway  Department  and  myself 
wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  their 
patience. 

The  new  street  sweeper  has  been  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  department.  Sand  removed  from  the  roads  makes  them 
safer,  provides  for  better  drainage  and  have  a  much  better 
appearance. 

As  we  all  know  the  costs  of  material,  equipment  and 
labor  has  increased  during  the  past  year,  forcing  us  to  ask 
for  a  larger  appropriation  this  year  to  maintain  and  keep  the 
roads  in  good  condition.  The  demand  for  good  roads  is  great, 
and  I  urgently  emphasize  more  money  is  needed  to  keep  them 
in  that  condition. 
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At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Town  Accountant,  all  Town  Departments  and  the  Highway 
personnel  for  the  cooperation  I  have  received  during  the 
year.  Cooperation  is  the  greatest  asset  to  the  taxpayers  in 
any  town. 

I  also  want  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  citizens  of  the 
Town  for  their  fine  support  and  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Waterways  Study  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

1967  has  been  a  productive  year  for  the  waterways  im¬ 
provement. 

The  Committee  continued  to  meet  regularly  with  excel¬ 
lent  attendance. 

The  improvements  to  the  Allen  Harbor  Town  landing 
were  completed  and  much  appreciated  by  all  users. 

The  outer  breakwater  at  Wychmere  Harbor  was  recon¬ 
structed. 

The  east  jetty  at  Allen  Harbor  entrance  was  extended  to 
high  ground,  eliminating  the  danger  of  a  breakthrough. 

The  1967  joint  conference  of  Federal,  State,  County  and 
Town  officials  related  to  the  construction  of  the  new  harbor 
at  South  Harwich,  revealed  the  need  for  additional  funds. 
Several  costs  conferences  were  held  and  a  Special  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  requested.  On  November  15th  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
almost  unanimously  authorized  a  $70,000.00  additional  partici¬ 
pation,  and  construction  of  the  Federal  phase  began  in  De¬ 
cember. 

This  Committee  deeply  appreciates  the  continuing  sup¬ 
port  of  the  people  of  Harwich. 

The  new  harbor,  when  completed,  will  be  known  as 
“Saquatucket  Harbor.” 

The  U.S.  Corps  of  Army  Engineers  have  completed  a 
three  year  study  of  Pleasant  Bay  proposed  improvements.  Its 
impact  on  Harwich  is  currently  under  study. 

1968  should  see  the  completion  of  Saquatucket  Harbor 
with  everything  readied  for  full  operation  in  1969. 

We  have  been  assured  by  the  State  Division  of  Water¬ 
ways,  that  the  outer  channels  of  Wychmere,  Allen  Harbor 
and  Herring  River  will  be  dredged  to  a  6'  depth  before  June 
1968  and  that  a  detailed  survey  of  Wychmere  Harbor  will  be 
made. 
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Hopefully  the  Town’s  voters  will  approve  badly  needed 
improvements  at  the  Wychmere  Harbor  Town  Landing,  in¬ 
cluding  its  enlargement,  better  drainage,  hard  topping  and 
a  suitable  comfort  station. 

This  Committee  particularly  appreciates  the  continuing 
helpfulness  and  full  support  of  the  Selectmen  and  people  of 
Harwich.

A  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  alarm  responses 
was  made  during  1967  from  the  previous  year.  One  factor  in 
this  reduction  was,  I  believe  due  to  the  fine  work  of  our  fire 
inspector.  Many  hazards  in  our  mercantile,  public  buildings 
and  schools  have  been  eliminated.  These  repeated  inspec¬ 
tions  have  made  owners  and  occupants  aware  of  hazards  that 
they  may  have  overlooked.  We  also  have  had  excellent  co¬ 
operation  from  the  people  involved,  and  I  hope  all  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  make  the  program  a  success. 

Training  officers  have  attended  schools  and  classes 
throughout  the  year,  and  have  learned  new  sciences  and 
techniques,  many  having  been  incorporated  in  this  depart¬ 
ment.  The  most  noticeable  improvement  however,  is  the  im¬ 
provement  techniques  and  the  resultant  reduction  of  losses 
at  individual  fires.  These  officers  are  doing  an  outstanding 
job. 

The  department  equipment  is  in  good  condition,  but  we 
must  continue  to  replace  the  older  equipment,  before  major 
repairs  and  breakdowns  occur. 

Once  again  I  am  requesting  a  stabilization  program  be 
inaugurated  for  the  purpose  of  building  and  equipping  sub¬ 
stations  in  the  different  areas  of  Town.  Sub-stations  are 
necessary  to  give  the  residents  adequate  fire  protection.  I 
believe  this  plan  to  be  the  most  practical  means  of  building 
and  purchasing  equipment  without  burdening  the  taxpayer 
with  a  large  sum  in  any  one  year.  This  effort  is  being  made 
to  give  the  Town  the  best  possible  fire  protection  not  incon¬ 
sistent  with  the  ability  to  finance  it. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  men  of  the  department  for 
their  cooperation  and  donation  of  time  during  the  last  year; 
to  members  and  Chiefs  of  other  Towns,  and  to  the  Citizens 
of  Harwich  for  their  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  Commission  leased  the  bogs  in  the  Herring  River 
conservation  area  to  Mr.  Washburn  of  North  Harwich,  a 
local  cranberry  grower.  The  lease  was  put  out  for  bids  with  a 
minimum  price  of  one-hundred  dollars  per  acre  of  workable 
bog,  and  we  have  about  twelve  acres  of  producing  bog,  so  that 
a  minimum  bid  would  have  to  have  been  twelve-hundred 
dollars.  Mr.  Washburn  was  the  only  bidder  and  took  the  lease 
for  fifteen-hundred  dollars  which  money  was  turned  into  the 
Town  treasury. 

The  Commission  has  a  budget  article  this  year  for 
fifteen-hundred  dollars  and  in  effect,  we  are  asking  for  the 
lease  money  to  be  returned  to  us  so  that  we  can  do  work  on 
the  main  dike  at  the  reservoir.  This  dike  urgently  needs  rip 
rap  work  done  on  both  sides  of  it  so  that  once  and  for  all,  we 
can  eliminate  the  problem  of  erosion. 

Mr.  Washburn,  on  his  own  initiative,  put  in  some  badly 
needed  fill  on  the  southwest  corner  of  this  main  dike,  which 
took  quite  a  beating  from  the  heavy  rains  and  northeast 
storms  this  past  spring.  The  dike  around  the  now  flooded 
Washburn  bog  to  the  east  of  the  reservoir  was  breached  in 
two  places  and  this  was  brought  to  our  attention  by  Marshall 
Siebenmann,  Jr.,  of  West  Harwich.  The  Town  had  no  vehicle 
which  could  get  out  on  this  dike  and  do  the  needed  filling  to 
repair  the  damage,  most  of  which  had  been  caused  by  the 
tunneling  of  muskrats. 

The  Commission  contacted  James  Marceline  of  Pleasant 
Lake  and  with  his  help  and  the  help  of  a  contractor  with  the 
needed  equipment,  the  dike  was  repaired,  the  fill  coming 
from  the  Town  owned  land  in  this  area. 

In  the  future,  we  hope  to  lease  the  Herring  River  cran¬ 
berry  bogs  on  a  five-year  basis  so  that  the  high  bidder  can 
invest  more  time  and  money  in  needed  improvements,  both 
to  the  bogs  themselves  and  to  dikes  and  ditches  for  water  con¬ 
trol.  This  is  not  economically  possible  on  a  one-year  lease 
basis  since  there  is  considerable  work  to  be  done  to  get  these 
bogs  back  in  top  condition. 
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Future  plans,  we  feel,  should  also  include  the  possibility 
of  improving  our  herring  run  as  it  comes  out  of  the  river  and 
into  the  reservoir,  so  that  it  could  become  a  more  attractive 
run,  such  as  the  ones  at  Brewster  and  Bournedale,  and  less 
of  a  hazard  to  children  who  all  seem  to  have  an  inborn  love 
for  watching  the  alewives  shoot  the  rapids. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  all  those  who  helped  us 
with  the  problems  in  the  reservoir  area,  Town  officials  and 
citizens  alike,  and  it  is  our  hope  along  with  all  our  fellow 
townspeople,  that  Harwich  will  become  an  even  more  attrac¬ 
tive  and  pleasant  Town  in  the  years  to  come.

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Report  of  the  Park  Department 


To  the  citizens  of  Harwich: 

Herewith  we  submit  our  annual  report.  Our  year  started 
with  three  commissioners,  but  due  to  our  need  of  a  park 
superintendent,  Mr.  Cahoon  resigned  and  took  over  the  duties 
of  superintendent. 

The  Building  Inspector  condemned  the  bandstand  and  it 
was  necessary  to  make  temporary  repairs.  We  have  an  article 
in  the  Warrant  to  rebuild  the  bandstand  since  it  is  vitally 
necessary. 

A  flagpole,  donated  by  Colonel  George  S.  Collins,  was 
erected  in  Exchange  Park  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Legion 
Post.  Although  the  article  to  move  the  Memorial  Stone  from 
in  front  of  the  church  to  Exchange  Park  was  turned  down 
the  Legion  Post  wanted  it  moved  and  took  care  of  the  full 
expense.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  American  Legion  mem¬ 
bers  for  their  work  and  expense  in  moving  the  Memorial 
Stone  and  planting  shrubs  to  help  beautify  the  Park. 

The  tennis  courts  were  painted  and  repaired  as  were  the 
park  building  in  Brooks  Park  and  the  comfort  station  in 
Harwich  Port. 

Due  to  the  wet  weather,  we  had  enough  money  to  keep 
the  men  into  the  fall.  They  were  able  to  clear  the  underbrush 
and  slash  in  Brooks  Park  and  Larsen  Park  at  Wychmere  Har¬ 
bor  as  well  as  other  projects.  The  Square  between  Pleasant 
Street  and  Route  28  was  cleaned  and  covered  with  pine 
needles.  To  seed  and  plant  at  this  location  does  not  seem  ad¬ 
visable  at  this  time. 

Because  of  the  great  number  of  people  who  used  or 
wished  to  use  the  tennis  courts,  we  feel  that  two  more  courts 
are  needed.  There  is  an  article  in  the  Warrant  concerning 
this. 

A  truck  is  badly  needed  since  the  cost  of  renting  one  is 
expensive.  We  are,  therefore,  requesting  money  to  purchase  a 
second  hand  truck  for  use  during  the  coming  year.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission 


In  reviewing  the  year  of  1967,  the  Harwich  Recreation 
Commission  takes  pleasure  in  presenting  its  eighteenth  an¬ 
nual  report  to  the  townspeople  of  Harwich. 

12,635  individuals  were  logged  in  the  office  and  over¬ 
flowed  the  limited  spaces  in  the  Recreation  Building,  re-em¬ 
phasizing  the  need  for  a  large  all-purpose  room.  We  have 
tried — and  hopefully  succeeded,  in  an  attempt  to  serve  the 
needs  of  approximately  forty  odd  community  groups,  by  pro¬ 
viding  facilities  for  a  great  number  of  activities.  During 
winter  evenings  and  summer  days  the  building  is  a  mecca 
for  a  variety  of  events,  ranging  from  youthful  classes  in 
Kodokan  Judo  to  modern  and  classical  ballet.  In  its  seventh 
year,  the  adult  furniture  refinishing  class  conducted  by  Rec¬ 
reation  Assistant,  Wendell  Bassett  continues  to  increase  its 
popularity.  Guitar-strumming  ’teeners  enjoyed  a  series  last 
season,  to  be  followed  this  Fall  by  a  leisurely  coffee-hour, 
two  mornings  in  the  week,  for  retired  gentlemen.  As  this 
building  must  also  serve  the  community  in  many  ways,  not 
all  demands  are  recreational.  Now,  in  organizational  stages, 
is  a  Cape  Cod  Community  Action  delegate  legal  service  for 
the  needy,  including  community  education  for  trouble-pre¬ 
vention,  which  will  receive  part-time  housing.  , 

Enrollments  in  the  SUMMER  SPORTS  PROGRAM  showed 
a  marked  increase  over  the  previous  year,  in  attendance 
and  participation.  Under  the  direction  of  Paul  Boire  and  the 
most  able  Red  Cross  Swimming  Instructors:  “Kal”  Wynot, 
Betty  and  Paul  Callahan,  Irene  Packard,  Jeanne  Woods  and 
Lance  Hartford  (part-time).  In  addition  to  an  active  adult 
training  class,  535  boys  and  girls  were  enrolled  at  Sand  Pond 
at  the  varying  levels,  and  at  one  time  during  the  summer, 
there  were  306  beginners.  “Top-billing”  in  our  program  con¬ 
tinues  to  go  to  aquatic  activities.  In  spite  of  unfavorable 
weather  conditions  throughout  the  summer — causing  some 
irregularities  in  attendance,  133  certificates  were  awarded  at 
the  Annual  Field  Day  of  August  24th. 

A  total  of  320  boys  and  girls  registered  for  the  morning 
recreation  at  Brooks  Park  in  good  weather,  and  the  High 
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School  Gym  when  foul.  An  average  daily  attendance  of  100 
(25%  increase  over  1966)  warranted  an  extra  part-time  in¬ 
structor. 

The  School  Committee,  through  its  cooperation  in  grant¬ 
ing  the  expanded  use  of  the  facilities  has  made  a  significant 
contribution  to  the  success  of  the  morning  recreation.  As 
many  as  130  children  have  been  in  the  Gym  on  a  rainy  morn¬ 
ing.  Betty  and  Paul  Callahan  have  successfully  introduced  an 
Arts  and  Crafts  program  which  will  be  extended  this  season. 

SAILING:  More  than  60  enthusiasts  of  varying  ages  en¬ 
rolled  in  Sailing  classes.  A  canoe  will  be  added  to  the  fleet  of 
small-craft  this  summer.  Small  boat-handling  is  a  MUST  in 
a  recreation  program  of  a  shoreline  community. 

Maintaining  its  interest  in  the  Harwich  Junior  Theatre, 
the  Commission  sponsors,  in  part,  the  DRAMA  WORKSHOP 
which  is  available  to  boys  and  girls  who  have  completed  the 
first  grade.  When,  for  economic  reasons  the  Recreation 
Budget  was  cut,  we  were,  unfortunately  compelled  to  cut 
requests  of  the  theatre  and  several  other  youth  organizations. 
As  the  Theatre  expands,  the  Costume  Department  finds  it 
necessary  to  spread  out  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Recreation 
Building,  during  the  summer  season.  As  our  Town  grows  and 
develops,  the  need  for  PLAY  AND/OR  RECREATION  AREAS 
in  each  and  every  village,  becomes  more  pressing.  Children 
and  young  people  must  have  an  opportunity  to  play  within 
a  short  distance  of  their  own  homes.  YOU  can  help  —  support 
the  effort  with  your  vote. 

Groups  of  all  ages  continue  to  pressure  for  an  all-year 
round  program.  Your  Recreation  Commission  is  keenly  aware 
that  an  earnest  conscientious  volunteer  commission  cannot 
fully  serve  a  constantly  expanding  program.  PROFESSIONAL 
LEADERSHIP  and  VOLUNTEERS  OVER  21  YEARS  are  des¬ 
perately  needed  !  !  HOW  DO  WE  FIND  THESE  TALENTED, 
WILLING  PEOPLE  WITH  TIME  TO  SPARE?  ? 

During  the  past  year,  many  hours,  days  and  nights  have 
been  spent  by  the  Commission  in  the  design  and  planning  of 
the  new  Whitehouse  Baseball  Field.  It  is  a  fact  —  that  when 
the  necessary  additional  funds  are  voted  at  the  1968  Town 
Meeting  and  the  field  completed,  Harwich  will  have  one  of  — 
if  not  the  best  town  ballfield  on  the  Cape.  The  dedication  of 
Whitehouse  Field  in  1969  will  play  a  most  important  part  in 
the  proposed  275th  anniversary  celebration. 
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The  resignation  of  Johnetta  P.  Harrigan,  who  served  the 
Commission  for  several  years  was  regretfully  accepted.  Fred 
F.  Dunford  was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.

Report  of  the  Insect  Pest  Control  Supervisor 


The  annual  Dormant  Spray  of  Elm  Trees  for  the  control 
of  the  Elm  Bark  Beetle  was  carried  out  under  contract  by 
Helicopter  in  April  using  a  D.D.T.  formula,  and  in  June  one 
spraying  for  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  using  Sevin  was  completed. 
It  was  planned  to  have  another  such  spray  for  further  pro¬ 
tection  but  bad  weather  conditions  made  it  impossible. 

In  September  spraying  was  conducted  for  Poison  Ivy 
control. 

Four  dead  or  decayed  Elms  were  removed  and  later  two 
diseased  Elms  were  taken  down. 

The  State  has  recommended  that  no  more  D.D.T.  be  used 
after  June  1st,  1968.  As  a  result  of  this  the  supervisor  will 
substitute  thereafter  Methoxychor  for  the  dormant  spray 
and  use  Sevin  again  for  the  Leaf  Beetle  Spray. 

Both  Methoxtchor  and  Sevin  are  less  toxic  to  birds  and 
animals. 

Again  in  1968  all  spraying  will  be  contracted  for. 

The  Town  Sprayer  was  put  in  condition  for  winter  stor¬ 
age.

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Report  of  the  Tree  Warden 


Because  of  the  importance  of  shade  trees  it  was  necessary 
for  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  in  1899  to  establish  the 
office  of  Tree  Warden  in  every  city  and  town.  They  also  had 
to  pass  laws  regarding  shade  trees  in  order  to  help  the  Tree 
Warden  in  carrying  out  his  duties  in  the  preservation  of  pub¬ 
lic  shade  trees. 

The  older  shade  trees  we  now  have  were  not  set  out  by 
the  taxpayers  but  by  the  citizens  and  groups  of  citizens  work¬ 
ing  together  and  known  as  the  Village  Improvement  Associa¬ 
tion.  Some  of  our  large  trees  were  set  out  by  the  school 
children,  and  paid  for  with  the  pennies  they  had  saved  for 
this  purpose.  These  people  knew  the  value  of  shade  trees  and 
did  something  about  it. 

The  past  year  fifteen  dead  trees  were  removed  from  the 
roadsides  by  the  forestry  department,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say, 
many  of  the  large  elm  trees  are  full  of  dead  limbs  that  are 
dangerous  to  people  driving  or  walking  under  them.  These 
dead  limbs  are  now  very  rotten  and  are  falling  down  during 
the  heavy  winds.  The  Moth  Department  used  to  keep  all 
these  dead  limbs  out  of  these  trees  because  it  was  in  this 
dead  wood  the  bark  beetles,  carriers  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
would  breed.  This  has  not  been  done  for  several  years  now. 

The  Forestry  Department  planted  twenty  new  trees,  of 
this  number  eighteen  were  Norway  Maples,  and  two  flower¬ 
ing  cherry.  Thirteen  of  the  maple  trees  were  set  on  the  road¬ 
side  near  the  new  high  school  where  the  road  layout  is  sixty 
feet.  This  gives  the  trees  plenty  of  room  in  which  to  grow. 
Four  maple  trees  were  set  out  on  Pleasant  Lake  Avenue, 
where  we  had  to  remove  several  large  dead  trees.  One  tree 
was  set  on  Bank  Street  where  a  large  maple  tree  was  cut  down 
on  Halloween  night.  The  two  flowering  cherry  trees  were  set 
out  at  Exchange  Park  at  the  request  of  the  Garden  Club. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Garden  Club  for  their  interest  in 
trees,  because  if  it  hadn’t  been  for  them  there  would  have 
been  no  young  trees  set  out  in  the  town  this  year.

1  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Animal  Inspector  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

16  dog  bites  were  reported  to  me  during  the  year.  These 
dogs  were  quarantined  for  a  period  of  10  days,  as  required  by 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Agriculture,  Division  of 
Livestock  Disease  Control. 

2  dogs  died  during  the  period  of  quarantine  and  the  heads 
were  taken  to  the  Wasserman  Laboratories  in  Jamaica  Plain, 
Massachusetts,  for  examination. 

A  survey  of  horses  taken  in  December  1967  shows  there 
are  23  horses,  14  ponies,  and  1  mule  in  Harwich. 

420  miles  were  covered  in  carrying  out  these  duties. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Harwich  Police  Department  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  year.

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Herewith  for  your  consideration  is  the  31st  Annual  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1967. 

This  year  emphasis  has  been  focused  on  a  long  range 
study  program.  With  funds  made  available  at  the  March 
Special  Town  Meeting,  a  Contract  was  entered  into  with  the 
engineering  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard  who,  during  the  year, 
made  a  survey  of  the  existing  water  system  for  the  purpose  of 
acquiring  statistical  data,  estimating  future  requirements 
and  submitting  definite  recommendations  for  improvements 
with  estimated  costs.  A  report  was  received  by  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners  in  December  showing  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  as  far  into  the  future  as  the  year  2000.  This  report 
consists  of  several  phases  and  articles  relative  to  these  will 
be  inserted  in  the  1968  Warrant. 

Testing  for  future  well  sites  by  R.  E.  Chapman,  the  low 
bidder,  was  also  conducted  in  1967  and  it  was  advised  by  our 
engineering  firm  that  acquisition  of  certain  sites  should  com¬ 
mand  attention  before  the  land  is  sub-divided  into  house  lots 
and  result  in  a  greater  cost  to  the  Town.  The  Commission 
employed  Nickerson  &  Berger  to  survey  these  sites  and  pre¬ 
pare  plans  in  accordance  with  their  findings  with  work  in  this 
category  continuing  in  1968.  Before  any  decision  is  reached, 
however,  regarding  acquisition  of  this  land,  prolonged  pump¬ 
ing  tests  will  be  conducted  in  potential  areas  to  determine  the 
exact  yield  and  quality  of  water. 

As  customary,  bids  were  solicited  in  March  for  Water 
Works  Supplies  and  numerous  companies  responded.  On  the 
27th  of  the  month,  an  opening  was  held  and  awards  were 
made  to  the  low  bidders. 

On  April  17  a  bid  opening  also  took  place  for  “Laying 
Water  Mains”  and  a  Contract  was  negotiated  with  Donahue 
&  Flaherty  of  Boston  for  the  low  bid  price  of  $22,823.50. 

Main  lines  have  been  installed  on  the  south  side  of 
Buck’s  Pond  in  the  Great  Sands  Lake  area  excluding  Happy 
Way  off  Route  39.  It  is  hoped  that  ultimately  a  large  main 
can  be  laid  on  Queen  Anne  Road  on  the  north  side  of  Buck’s 
Pond  and  funds  are  being  sought  for  this  project. 
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Under  Article  45  —  1967,  a  sum  of  $5,000  was  appropri¬ 
ated  with  which  to  install  2"  mains.  However,  this  year,  the 
Board  deemed  it  unwise  to  continue  to  use  this  2"  pipe  on 
streets  and  ways  due  to  continuous  growth,  consequently,  this 
amount  will  be  returned  to  revenue. 

Applications  for  Town  Water  were  submitted  by  numer¬ 
ous  developers  and  each  sub-division  plan  was  examined 
carefully  by  the  Board  before  a  decision  was  made.  1.6  miles 
of  mains  were  installed  with  the  developers  underwriting 
their  portion  of  the  cost.  Statistics  show  the  net  cost  in  1967 
to  these  developers  amounted  to  $30,591.23  with  the  Town 
liable  for  $4,367.10. 

As  a  result  of  voter  approval  at  the  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing,  appropriations  were  made  available  to  this  department 
for  the  purchase  of  two  vehicles,  a  %  ton  Truck  plus  a  Ranch 
Wagon.  A  bid  opening  was  held  on  March  20  with  awards 
made  to  Robert  Childs,  Inc.  for  the  %  ton  International, 
Model  1200B,  Utility  Type  Body  Truck  and  to  Granite  Chev¬ 
rolet  for  a  Ranch  Wagon.  The  bid  price  for  these  vehicles  was 
$2,444  and  $2,439.25  respectively  plus  trade-ins  of  a  1959  one 
ton  Chevrolet  Truck  and  a  1961  Wagon. 

Because  of  vandalism  during  the  year  to  the  Standpipe  at 
Brooks  Park,  there  was  a  definite  need  to  have  this  tank  spot 
painted.  At  a  price  of  $970.00,  Roy  O.  Leonard,  Paint  Contrac¬ 
tor,  was  employed  to  perform  the  work  which  was  completed 
in  October.  $310.52  of  the  amount  paid  by  the  Town  was 
refunded  by  the  Insurance  Company  and  a  final  check  for 
$103.51  is  forthcoming. 

Although  this  proved  to  be  a  slow  year  construction- 
wise,  computations  reveal  that  110  domestic  services  were  in¬ 
stalled  plus  an  additional  3.05  miles  of  water  mains. 

Record  rainfall  this  past  season  was  the  contributing 
factor  to  a  noticeable  decrease  in  our  daily  pumping  which 
made  it  possible  to  maintain  an  adequate  supply  in  our  tanks 
to  meet  the  demand  at  all  times  and  to  provide  for  fire  pro¬ 
tection  purposes.  Our  1967  receipts,  amounting  to  $151,067.54 
reflects  the  decline  in  pumping  as  against  an  approximate 
$161,000  in  1966  when  a  critical  situation  existed  due  to  lack 
of  rainfall  during  that  year.  Large  uses  of  water  were  induced 
by  this  condition  resulting  in  substantial  revenue  from  Ex¬ 
cess  Water  Charges  that  constitute  a  proportionate  part  of 
cur  receipts. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  remind  the  townspeople  that  in 
1970,  at  the  expiration  of  the  10  year  period,  the  Contract  be¬ 
tween  the  Town  of  Harwich  and  the  Chatham  Water  Com- 
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pany  for  supplying  water  to  properties  located  on  the  south 
side  of  Main  Street  also  known  as  Queen  Anne  Road  in  the 
East  Harwich  area  will  be  obligatory  to  renewal  if  continuity 
of  service  is  maintained. 

Water  furnished  under  this  agreement  has  been  billed  to 
the  Chatham  Water  Company  at  the  rate  of  20c  per  thou¬ 
sand  gallons  with  this  utility  reselling  it  to  the  residents  in¬ 
volved. 

The  Commission  feels  that  it  would  be  well  for  the  towns¬ 
people  to  consider  this  matter  and  be  prepared  when  the 
Article  is  presented  in  1970  for  action  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

As  applications  for  service  connections  were  at  a  mini¬ 
mum  over  the  past  year,  we  were  able  to  concentrate  on 
maintenance.  Hydrants  were  inspected  to  ascertain  whether 
they  were  properly  drained  and  all  main  line  gate  valves 
were  opened  and  closed  at  least  once  during  the  year.  Meters 
damaged  by  freezing  or  because  of  worn  parts  were  repaired 
and  tests  were  made  to  determine  accuracy  in  registration. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to 
those  who  have  assisted  us  in  1967  and  to  wish  all  of  you  the 
very  best  in  1968.

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Report  of  the  Town  Engineer 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  first  Town  Engineer  of  Harwich  started  work  in  July 
of  1967  and  his  work  has  been,  as  is  the  work  of  all  Town 
Engineers,  of  a  varied  nature. 

Street  line  locations  on  the  ground  have  been  marked 
out  for  a  number  of  property  owners  in  several  sections  of 
the  Town. 

Several  street  locations  and  corners  have  been  placed  for 
the  Water  Department  and  for  the  Highway  Department.  A 
long  line  was  run  on  Route  39  for  the  installation  of  gas 
mains  along  that  street. 

The  Engineer  has  been  involved  with  several  storm 
drainage  problems  —  such  as  Division  Street,  Bank  Street 
and  Wychmere  Harbor. 

Plans  and  estimates  have  been  prepared  for  work  on 
Herring  River,  for  a  new  light  at  Allens  Harbor  and  a  con¬ 
siderable  revamping  at  Wychmere  Harbor  including  storm 
drainage,  paving  and  some  bulkhead  work. 

Considerable  work  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Queen 
Anne  Road  Disposal  Area  including  property  line  location  and 
many  conferences  with  various  contractors.  Plans  have  been 
prepared  for  a  new  storage  building  to  house  the  disposal 
equipment.  The  landfill  site,  the  brush  site  and  the  septic 
waste  site  were  staked  out.  A  marker  was  placed  at  the  “500 
foot”  point.  Several  Contractors  were  taken  to  the  site  to 
enable  them  to  bid  on  the  work. 

Many  conferences  have  been  held  with  the  Planning 
Board  and  some  meetings  attended.  The  Engineer  has  re¬ 
viewed  the  current  subdivisions  and  field  checked  the  sites 
prior  to  paving.  All  plans  presented  to  the  Planning  Board 
receive  a  review  by  the  Town  Engineer  with  the  subdivision 
Engineer  prior  to  the  preliminary  hearing  by  the  Board.  This 
has  resulted  in  several  revisions  of  the  plans  which  in  turn 
tend  to  make  it  easier  for  both  the  subdivider  and  the  Board. 

Conferences  have  been  held  on  the  proposed  Master  Plan 
Project. 
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A  large  percentage  of  the  Engineer’s  time  is  taken  up 
with  work  on  the  tax  maps.  This  involves  the  real  estate 
transfers  for  the  year,  which  are  placed  on  the  maps.  Sixty 
three  (63)  of  the  map  sheets  are  involved  with  revisions  and 
two  new  map  sheets  have  been  drawn.  This  work  is  a  major 
project  and  due  to  the  many  blank  map  areas  is  work  that 
will  take  years  to  complete.  Harwich  like  other  Cape  Towns 
presents  a  very  difficult  problem  for  the  map  maker  because 
of  the  many  acres  of  “Owners  Unknown”  land. 

The  excellent  cooperation  of  the  people  in  the  municipal 
group  and  the  Town’s  people  in  general  have  greatly  eased 
the  difficulty  of  starting  a  new  operation  and  the  Engineer 
appreciates  this  spirit. 

The  Engineer  has  worked  closely  with  the  Selectmen  in 
a  variety  of  subjects. 

Several  plans  have  been  prepared  for  Town  Meeting  ac¬ 
ceptance  in  1968  and  a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been 
done  on  surveying  of  Main  Street,  Harwich  and  Queen  Anne 
Road  near  Route  39  for  a  relocation.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


This  years  shellfish  production  about  equaled  that  of  last 
year  except  for  scallops. 

There  is  still  good  commercial  shellfishing  for  quahogs 
in  Pleasant  Bay.  The  1968  crop  of  scallops  will  not  be  as  good, 
as  there  was  a  very  poor  set  of  seed  this  year. 

Quahogs  were  planted  at  Round  Cove  for  residents.  Oys¬ 
ters  were  not  available  for  transplant  this  year.  For  1968 
oyster  seed  has  been  ordered  from  Long  Island  and  will  be 
planted  at  Round  Cove.  Round  Cove  is  the  best  place  we  have 
to  raise  oysters. 

The  soft  shell  clam  season  will  be  the  same  in  1968  as 
1967:  Sundays  only,  in  April  and  May. 

Records  and  statistics  have  been  kept  as  in  past  years  in 
cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Marine 
Fisheries. 

The  shellfish  rules  and  regulations  appearing  on  the 
back  of  your  license  are  for  conservation  measures.  Please 
observe  them.

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Brooks  Free  Library  Trustees’  Report 


Brooks  Free  Library  has  grown  in  several  respects  in 
1967,  with  greatly  increased  circulation,  many  new  books 
and  records,  and  more  patrons  using  the  reading  room.  All 
this  growth  has  made  the  library  more  crowded  than  ever — 
for  both  people  and  books.  The  Trustees  have  given  a  great 
deal  of  thought  and  attention  to  this  problem,  and  also  to 
that  of  the  inaccessibility  of  the  library  facilities  for  many 
residents  due  to  the  long  flight  of  stairs.  We  feel  that  the 
time  has  come  for  action  on  both  of  these  problems,  and  we 
have  submitted  two  proposals  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  in  1968.  We  ask  your  thoughtful  consideration 
of  the  question  of  whether  to  alter  and  enlarge  the  present 
building  to  move  the  adult  library  to  the  first  floor,  or  to  build 
a  new,  modern,  brick  building  nearby. 

We  welcomed  a  new  Trustee,  Sumner  Campbell,  in  March 
1967,  and  were  sorry  he  felt  it  necessary  to  resign  during  the 
following  summer. 

We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  obtain  two  additional 
Rogers  groups  which  are  unusual  in  that  one  is  the  rare 
type  of  “We  Boys”,  and  “Chess”  is  finished  in  a  unique  bronze 
color. 

As  a  part  of  our  expanded  library  service  we  co-spon- 
sored  an  exhibit  of  Currier  and  Ives  prints,  at  the  Cape  Cod 
Five  Cents  Savings  Bank. 

We  have  received  an  additional  $1800  for  the  Howard 
Mitchell  Fund,  the  interest  to  be  spent  on  books,  from  Mrs. 
Mitchell;  a  gift  of  30  records  from  Columbia  Records;  and 
occasional  gift  books  and  records  from  our  patrons;  and  we 
are  truly  grateful  for  them  all. 

We  have  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Mass.  Library  Trustee 
Assn.,  and  visited  other  libraries  and  the  office  of  the  Mass. 
Bureau  of  Library  Extension  in  our  efforts  to  increase  the 
facilities  of  our  library  and  its  effective  use  by  the  com¬ 
munity.

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Librarian’s  Report 


1967  was  a  banner  year  for  our  library  with  an  increase 
in  total  circulation  of  well  over  5,000.  The  increase  was  re¬ 
flected  most  strongly  in  adult  books  and  in  phonograph 
records.  We  added  1,000  books  to  shelves  that  were  already 
bulging  in  every  direction.  A  great  many  of  the  non-fiction 
books  added  were  gifts  too  worthwhile  not  to  be  included  in 
our  collection. 

The  cooperation  of  the  Harwich  Junior  Woman’s  Club 
in  conducting  pre-school  story  hours  during  the  winter  sea¬ 
son  and  daily  programs  during  Library  Week  was  particularly 
appreciated. 

Of  particular  interest  to  residents  of  the  town  of  Harwich 
was  the  publication  of  a  definitive  book  by  David  Wallace  on 
John  Rogers’  life  and  works.  Brooks  Free  Library  is  men¬ 
tioned  often  in  the  compilation  of  places  having  these  groups. 

The  three  sixth  grade  classes  continued  the  library  ses¬ 
sions  on  one  Wednesday  a  month  and  we  have  enjoyed  visits 
from  special  groups  from  time  to  time. 

As  of  December  31,  1967  the  number  of  books  in  the 
library  included  11,422  adult  books,  3,759  juvenile  titles  for  a 
total  of  15,181.

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Report  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  past  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  pros  and  cons  of  a 
riding  mower  were  tried  and  found  favorable.  The  man-hours 
saved  in  some  areas  permitted  this  department  to  operate 
for  the  season  with  one  less  employee.  This  saving  more  than 
offset  the  cost  of  the  new  mower. 

In  Island  Pond  Cemetery,  the  fourth  section  of  black¬ 
topping  was  laid  and  1968  should  complete  the  original  five 
year  road  plan,  leaving  only  some  of  the  new  roads  to  be  sur¬ 
faced. 

The  price  of  lots  in  Island  Pond  Cemetery  was  raised 
July  1st  from  $50.  to  $100.  due  to  the  increased  cost  of  prepa¬ 
ration.  All  lots  as  of  this  date  are  8-grave  lots,  but  4-grave 
lots  are  planned  for  the  near  future.  At  the  present  rate  of 
subscription,  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  Harwich  will  war¬ 
rant  development  of  a  new  area  for  cemetery  use  before  too 
long.  It  will  be  wise  to  keep  this  in  mind  before  available 
land  which  is  suitable  is  exhausted. 

We  thank  you  all  for  your  cooperation  during  another 
busy  year.

Sir: 


In  accordance,  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Harwich  for 
the  period  from  August  20,  1963,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  September  7,  1966,  and  report  thereon  as 
follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  de¬ 
partments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  verified 
by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  the  town 
accountant. 

The  town  accountant’s  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the  re¬ 
ceipts  being  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  the  pay¬ 
ments  being  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them 
and  with  the  treasurer’s  records  of  payments.  The  appro¬ 
priations  and  loan  authorizations  were  checked  with  the  town 
clerk’s  records  of  town  meeting  proceedings,  and  the  recorded 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  the  records  of  the  finance  committee. 

The  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit  of 
the  several  departments  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  September  7, 
1966  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed 
and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  in  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
while  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  selectmen’s 
warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds  and 
with  the  accountant’s  records. 

The  cash  book  footings  were  verified,  and  the  cash  bal¬ 
ance  on  September  7,  1966  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the 
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cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  bank  in  which  town  funds 
are  deposited. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  examined  and 
listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  transfers  to  the  town 
were  verified. 

The  payments  made  for  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  were  checked 
with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file.  The  unpaid  coupons 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  bank  balance  as  shown 
by  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  listed.  The  transfers  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector’s  books,  the 
reported  redemptions  and  sales  were  checked  with  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  recorded  receipts,  the  foreclosures  were  verified,  and 
the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  recon¬ 
ciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger,  and  compared  with  the 
records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

It  is  recommended  that  proceedings  be  started  by  the 
town  treasurer  to  foreclose  the  right  of  redemption  on  all 
foreclosable  tax  titles  held  over  two  years  as  required  by  law. 
The  records  indicate  that  of  the  thirty-six  tax  title  accounts 
held  over  two  years,  twenty-three  have  been  deemed  to  be 
invalid  and  should  be  disclaimed  and  corrected. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  on  account 
of  Federal  and  State  taxes,  the  county  retirement  system, 
the  purchase  of  savings  bonds,  group  insurance,  and  Blue 
Cross  and  Blue  Shield  were  examined  and  checked,  the  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  proper  agencies  being  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked.  The  tax  and  excise  accounts  outstanding 
at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subse¬ 
quent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  compared  with  the 
warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified,  the  recorded  abatements  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted,  the 
taxes  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked,  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved,  and  the  cash 
balance  on  September  7,  1966  was  verified  by  actual  count 
of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  depository. 
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The  commitments  of  departmental  and  water  accounts 
receivable  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  re¬ 
ceipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the 
abatements,  as  entered,  were  compared  with  the  records  in 
the  departments  authorized  to  grant  such  credits,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
accountant’s  ledger  controls. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  de¬ 
partmental,  and  water  accounts  was  made  by  sending  notices 
to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received 
it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select¬ 
men,  the  town  clerk,  and  the  building,  gas,  and  plumbing 
inspectors,  as  well  as  by  the  police  department,  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  State  and  to  the 
town  treasurer,  as  well  as  the  cash  balances  on  September  7, 
1966,  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  town  officials  required 
by  law  to  furnish  such  surety  were  examined  and  found  to 
be  in  proper  form. 

Once  again,  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  water 
superintendent  furnished  a  $1,000.00  continuation  surety  cer¬ 
tificate  covering  collections  which  are  in  excess  of  $100,000.00 
annually.  It  is  again  recommended  that  an  annual  bond  be 
furnished  in  an  amount  that  is  more  commensurate  with 
the  collections. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  available 
records  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and 
checked. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to 
this  report  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s 
and  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  depart¬ 
mental,  and  water  accounts,  together  with  schedules  show¬ 
ing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  invest¬ 
ment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was 
received  from  the  officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on  behalf  of 
my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

Report  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 

MARCH  6,  1967 

THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
BARNSTABLE,  ss: 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  in 
said  County,  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said 
Town  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  Town  affairs  to  meet 
in  the  new  High  School  Gymnasium,  Oak  Street,  in  said  Town 
on  Monday,  March  6,  1967  at  11:00  A.M.  then  and  there  to  act 
on  Article  1  and  afterwards  on  the  following  day,  Tuesday, 
March  7,  1967  at  7:30  P.M.  to  meet  in  the  new  High  School 
Gymnasium,  Oak  Street  to  act  on  the  remaining  articles. 

Article  1.  To  choose  on  one  ballot  the  following  Town 
Officers  and  Committees:  Moderator  for  one  year;  one  Se¬ 
lectman,  Overseer  of  Public  Welfare  and  Board  of  Health 
member  for  three  years;  one  Assessor  for  three  years;  two 
School  Committee  members  for  three  years;  one  Park  Com¬ 
missioner  for  three  years;  one  Park  Commissioner  for  one 
year  unexpired  term;  one  Water  Commissioner  for  three 
years;  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three  years;  one 
Trustee  Brooks  Free  Library  for  three  years;  one  Planning 
Board  member  for  five  years;  one  Recreation  Commissioner 
for  five  years. 


ANNUAL  TOWN  ELECTION 

The  Town  of  Harwich  election  was  held  on  March  6,  1967, 
in  the  gymnasium  of  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  as 
directed  by  the  Warrant  and  according  to  law.  The  meeting 
was  opened  by  the  Town  Clerk,  Leslie  V.  Nickerson,  who  read 
through  Article  1  and  also  read  the  return  of  the  Warrant.

1.  Business  and/or  trade  schools  conducted  as  a  gainful 
business,  including  dance  studio,  music  school,  and  simi¬ 
lar  uses. 

2.  Community  centers,  adult  recreation  centers  and  open 
recreation  facilities  of  a  public  or  quasi-public  nature  in¬ 
cluding  private  membership  clubs,  subject  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  restrictions: 

(a)  All  noise,  odors,  glare,  traffic  or  any  objectionable 
features  be  effectively  screened,  controlled,  or  other¬ 
wise  so  confined  within  the  premises  so  as  not  to  create 
any  conditions  which  could  be  considered  hazardous, 
or  disturbing  to  the  safety,  health  or  welfare  of  the 
population  within  the  neighborhood. 

3.  Indoor  movie  theaters  and  bowling  alleys. 

4.  Retail  establishments  including,  but  not  limited  to: 
grocery,  delicatessen,  supermarket,  drug  store,  gift  shops, 
antique  shops  and  similar  uses. 

5.  Personal  and  consumer  service  establishments,  includ¬ 
ing,  but  not  limited  to:  barber  and  beauty  shop,  shoe  re¬ 
pair,  laundry  or  dry-cleaning  pick-up  agency,  and  self- 
service  laundromat. 

6.  Consumer  and  business  service  and  sales  establish¬ 
ments,  including,  but  not  limited  to:  repair  or  adjust¬ 
ments  for  apparel  and  appliances. 

7.  Restaurants:  establishments  selling  food  for  imme¬ 
diate  consumption  on  the  premises  where  all  customers 
are  served  at  a  table  or  counter. 

8.  Business,  professional  and  general  offices. 

9.  Sale  or  rental  of  boats  and  motorcycles,  including  ac¬ 
cessory  facilities  for  the  incidental  repair  and  storage 
thereof. 

10.  Gasoline  service  stations  including  not  more  than  two 
bays  for  repair,  servicing  and  maintenance  of  vehicles 
subject  to  the  following  restrictions: 

(a)  All  noise,  odors,  glare,  traffic  or  any  objectionable 
features  be  effectively  screened,  controlled,  or  oth¬ 
erwise  so  confined  within  the  premises  so  as  not  to 
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create  any  conditions  which  could  be  considered 
hazardous,  or  disturbing  to  the  safety,  health  or 
welfare  of  the  population  within  the  neighbor¬ 
hood. 

11.  Taxi  service  facilities. 

B.  There  shall  be  permitted  within  this  district  the  follow¬ 
ing  uses  which  are  incidental  and  accessory  to  the  fore¬ 
going  permitted  uses: 

1.  Accessory  repair  and  storage  facilities  in  any  retail 
sales  or  consumer  establishment,  provided  that  it  shall 
not  occupy  more  than  one-third  of  the  gross  ground 
floor  area.

domain  where  the  owners  of  record  are  unknown;  and  that 
a  committee  of  four  persons  shall  be  appointed  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  vote,  of  which  one  member 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  ap¬ 
pointed  by  that  Board,  one  member  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Recreation  Commission  appointed  by  that  Commission 
and  two  members  shall  be  at  large  members  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  from  among  their  number  or  otherwise.  Duly 
seconded.

School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  year  1967  has  been  a  busy  and  productive  one  for 
your  School  Committee. 

A  Contract,  as  required  under  Section  1781  of  Chapter  149 
of  the  General  Laws  was  negotiated  with  the  Harwich  Teach¬ 
ers’  Association.  A  sub-committee  worked  on  this  problem 
during  the  winter  and  spring  of  1967.  Members  of  the  sub¬ 
committee  were  Robert  D.  Hall,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Frederick  W. 
Crowell,  Jr.,  and  Milton  L.  Cahoon.  A  two-year  contract  was 
finally  approved  by  the  full  Committee  on  June  13,  1967.  Re¬ 
lations  between  the  two  groups  were  cordial  at  all  times  dur¬ 
ing  this  period. 

The  1967  Legislature  increased  the  legal  minimum  teach¬ 
ers’  salary  from  $5,000  to  $5,750  for  those  holding  the  bachel¬ 
or’s  degree.  Since  at  that  time  Harwich  was  operating  on  a 
$5,400  minimum,  a  revision  of  the  salary  schedule  was  neces¬ 
sary. 

During  the  fall  of  1967  negotiations  as  required  under 
Chapter  149  S.  1781  were  entered  into  with  the  Harwich 
Teachers’  Association.  Agreement  was  reached  in  regard  to 
a  revised  salary  plan  which  becomes  in  effect  a  new  schedule. 
The  agreement,  effective  September  1968,  calls  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  minimums:  Bachelor’s  degree,  $5,800;  Master’s  degree, 
$6,100;  Master’s  degree,  plus  thirty  hours  of  study  beyond, 
$6,300.  Proper  recognition  is  given  experience  by  establishing 
maximums  of:  Bachelor’s,  $8,800;  Master’s,  $9,400;  and  Mas¬ 
ter’s  plus  thirty  hours,  $9,900— after  eleven,  twelve  and  thir¬ 
teen  years  of  successful  experience  respectively. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  schedule  will  enable  us  to  obtain  an 
adequate  supply  of  good  teachers  for  our  children. 

It  should  be  noted  however,  that  this  schedule  is  not  high 
and  may  well  be  below  that  of  neighboring  communities  and 
Massachusetts  in  general. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  has  taken  advantage  of 
programs  subsidized  by  the  Government  that  were  felt  to  be 
valuable  to  our  schools. 
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In  addition,  an  all  year  round  Headstart  Program  has 
been  organized  and  is  operating  wholly  apart  from  our  school 
system.  We  consider  it  a  valuable  pre-school  addition  to  our 
local  program. 

Detailed  reports  on  Federal  Programs,  repairs  to  building, 
the  staff,  the  Curriculum  and  other  matters  are  discussed  in 
the  appended  reports  of  our  administrators  and  school  spec¬ 
ialists. 

In  September  an  important  step  in  progress  was  made. 
In  this  month  transportation  at  public  expense  for  kinder¬ 
garten  pupils  was  initiated.  This  made  it  possible  for  all  pu¬ 
pils  to  profit  by  a  full  year  of  instruction  prior  to  entering 
grade  one.  We  feel  that  this  will  have  a  very  salutary  effect 
on  all  children  and  particularly  those  who  otherwise  would 
not  be  able  to  attend. 

The  Committee  has  worked  hard  in  preparing  the  1968 
Budget.  At  all  times  the  welfare  of  the  taxpayers  as  well  as 
the  school  children  has  been  kept  in  mind.  In  spite  of  all 
efforts  the  totals  are  larger  than  we  could  desire.  This  is 
largely  due  to  the  rise  in  prices  resulting  from  the  constantly 
spiraling  inflation  of  our  National  economy.  It  is  true  that 
there  are  more  pupils  each  year  who  require  more  teachers, 
more  textbooks,  more  supplies  and  more  space.  However,  in¬ 
creases  in  salaries,  and  costs  of  all  school  materials  are  most 
directly  attributable  to  our  runaway  economy. 

The  year  is  closing.  The  Committee  feels  that  1967  has 
been  one  of  steady  progress  in  our  schools.  It  is  mindful  of 
the  cooperation  and  support  of  parents,  citizens  and  taxpay¬ 
ers. 


It  is  appreciative  of  and  wishes  to  commend  the  teach¬ 
ing  staff  and  other  school  employees  for  their  excellent  ef¬ 
forts  in  behalf  of  the  children  of  Harwich.

Staff  Vs.  Enrollment 

It  was  the  year  when  in  spite  of  several  years  of  a  de- 
c  mmg  birth  rate  it  was  necessary  to  add  teachers  due  to  in¬ 
creased  enrollment.  Numbers  increased  from  995  to  1  033. 
Provision  has  been  made  in  the  1968  Budget  to  add  the  fourth 
teacher  m  grade  five  and  one  additional  each  in  grades 
seven  and  eight.  There  are  now  four  grades  one  through 

i  QfiQ*  fhe  addmg  of  one  teacher  in  grade  six  September 

1969^  the  status  of  the  staff  in  grades  Kindergarten  through 

Grade  eight  should  remain  constant  for  a  reasonable  period 
of  time.  This,  at  least,  should  be  a  helping  factor  in  stabiliz¬ 
ing  the  annual  school  budgets. 


The  1968  Budget 

The  requested  budget  for  1968  is  discussed  in  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  School  Committee,  also  a  description  of  the  new 
salary  schedule  for  1968  is  described.  I  should  only  like  to 
point  out  heie  that  salaries  of  our  over  one-hundred  em¬ 
ployees  constitute  annually  over  eighty  percent  of  the  cost 
of  operating  the  schools.  Of  $836,745  the  sum  of  $663  416 
(80%)  goes  to  pay  superintendent,  principals,  teachers,  super¬ 
visors,  special  teachers,  clerks,  custodians,  cafeteria  workers, 
school  nurse,  school  physician,  dental  clinicians,  and  for 
other  services.  All  are  needed.  That  none  is  overpaid  is  wit¬ 
nessed  by  the  fact  that  there  is  still  a  serious  shortage  of 
teachers.  In  addition  it  is  almost  impossible  to  secure  the 
services  of  a  good  custodian.  This  year  the  1968  preliminary 
budget  was  $118,000  (16%)  higher  than  in  1967.  This,  with 
a  great  deal  of  effort,  was  reduced  by  $21,000  to  10.5%.  To 
make  fuither  cuts  would  be  to  seriously  impair  the  standards 
of  instruction. 

A  large  amount  of  the  School  Budget  is  made  up  of  fixed 
cost  items  such  as  transportation,  electricity,  fuel,  repairs 
water,  gas,  and  in  times  of  rising  living  costs,  salaries. 

Government  Grants  and  Reimbursements 

The  School  Committee  has  sponsored  several  projects 
some  of  which  have  been  totally  subsidized  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  others  on  which  aid  has  been  in  the  form  of  a  fifty 
percent  reimbursement. 
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A  list  of  these  with  amounts  received  follows: 

1.  National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1965  (Public  Law 
89-10)  (ESEA)— 

Title  1 — a  100  percent  grant  of  $3,260  for  Junior-Senior 
Summer  Reading  Laboratory  (described  in  Report  of 
Corrective  and  Developmental  Reading  Supervisor, 
Mrs.  Alcock). 

Title  I — a  100  percent  grant  of  $7,075  for  a  Remedial 
Program  for  Culturally  Deprived — A  “Headstart 
type”  of  program  for  younger  children. 

Title  II— a  100  percent  grant  of  $2,898.04  for  library 
books  for  all  levels  of  the  school  system. 

Title  III— a  100  percent  grant  of  $22,960  for  Violin  In¬ 
struction  in  grades  K-2.  This  program  was  fully  or¬ 
ganized  and  directed  by  Mrs.  Sylvia  Edmunds.  De¬ 
scription  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Element¬ 
ary  Principal,  Mr.  Nesmith. 

2.  The  National  Defense  Act  of  1958  (Public  Law  864). 

Title  III — a  50  percent  matching  grant  of  $1,039  for  Jun¬ 
ior  High  School  maps,  charts  and  globes. 

Title  V — $236.60  for  guidance  counselling — a  100%  grant. 

3.  The  Vocational  Act  of  1963 — Public  Law  88-210  — 
$499.00  for  high  school  business  education  equipment 
— a  100  percent  grant. 

This  year  we  hope  to  have  a  part-time  worker  who  will 
be  attached  to  the  superintendent’s  office  to  actively  work 
out  worthwhile  school  projects  to  avail  ourselves  of  more  and 
larger  Government  subsidies  for  programs  beneficial  to  our 
pupils. 

Staff  Leadership 

Our  teachers  and  supervisors  have  taken  an  active  part 
in  and  out  of  school  affairs.  We  have  been  honored  to  have 
our  Elementary  Principal  chosen  as  Vice-President  of  the 
Massachusetts  Elementary  School  Principals  Association.  He 
will  lead  the  organization  next  year. 

Our  Elementary  Art  Supervisor,  Mrs.  Barbara  Elliott, 
sponsored  a  week  long  workshop  for  teachers  of  Harwich  and 
neighboring  towns. 

The  High  School  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Kenneth 
Abbott,  Principal,  conducted  a  self-evaluation  and  assisted 
the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools  team  of  twenty  persons  in  surveying  the  Harwich 
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High  School.  The  school  easily  passed  the  test  and  was  duly 
accredited  for  a  ten-year  period.  A  full  account  of  this  activ¬ 
ity  will  be  found  in  Mr.  Abbott’s  report. 

High  School  Art  and  Music  pupils  have  won  honors  in

Drugs 

This  fall  a  study  is  being  made  of  drug  abuses  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Principal  Kenneth  Abbott.  A  definite  pro¬ 
gram  is  being  formulated  through  the  cooperation  of  the 
teaching  staff,  Chief  Raneo  of  the  Police  Department  School 
Committee  Members  and  Citizens. 

Throughout  the  Country  concern  is  being  exhibited  over 
the  use  of  drugs  by  young  and  old  alike.  Every  community 
should  have  a  definite  drug  education  program. 

Repairs  To  Plant 

Last  year  the  two  largest  High  School  buildings  were 
painted.  It  is  planned  to  complete  this  project  next  sum¬ 
mer.  Bids  have  already  been  secured. 

A  program  for  waterproofing  of  two  skylights  and  glass 
window  block  and  continued  painting  is  planned  for  the 
Elementary  School. 

At  the  Intermediate  School  new  draw  curtains  are  sched¬ 
uled.  Parapets  and  flashing  at  the  Intermediate  School  will 
be  treated.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR-SENIOR 
HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

In  last  year’s  report,  it  was  mentioned  briefly  that  the 
New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 
requires  each  of  its  secondary  schools  to  undergo,  every  ten 
years,  a  complete  evaluation.  The  primary  purposes  of  such 
an  evaluation  are  to  improve  the  quality  of  secondary  edu¬ 
cation  in  New  England  and  to  permit  schools  to  be  eligible  to 
remain  accredited  or  continue  to  be  members  of  the  Associ¬ 
ation  in  good  standing. 

Last  January,  a  Visiting  Committee  of  teachers,  super¬ 
visors  and  administrators  spent  three  days  evaluating  Har¬ 
wich  Junior-Senior  High  School.  The  program  of  studies,  the 
subject  areas,  the  student  activities,  the  school  staff,  and  the 
special  services  were  of  primary  concern  to  the  committee. 

The  results  of  the  evaluation  were  quite  favorable.  In 
fact,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  NEACSS  held  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  unanimous  approval  was  given  to  permit  Harwich  Jun¬ 
ior-Senior  High  School  to  remain  accredited  for  another  ten 
years.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  ELEMENTARY 
AND  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOLS 

nf  tw-  foilowing  is  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as  orincipal 
of  the  Harwich  Elementary  School  and  fourth  annual  report 
as  principal  of  the  Harwich  Intermediate  School. 

Jkepe  are  many  school  systems  throughout  the  state  and 
nation  which  are  quick  to  innovate — to  jump  on  the  band- 
wagon  m  pursuit  of  the  newest  thing  in  education.  Some  of 

hP  Pfflnfn°Va  aVe  been  tried  and  have  been  P^ved  to 

be  effective  under  certain  circumstances  and  to  be  less  ef- 

fective  under  another  set  of  circumstances.  What  may  be 
^ehLtl.v®  for.  Lexington  may  not  be  practical  for  Har- 

k  Ch‘  <^lany  m  education  innovate  for  the  sake  of  innova¬ 
tion.  There  appears  on  the  scene  a  great  deal  of  fanfare  in¬ 
troducing  a  new  approach.  However,  very  little  is  heard  when 
the  new  approach  is  discarded  a  year  later. 

We  in  the  Harwich  Schools,  I  believe,  have  always  striven 
to  provide  an  education  for  the  children  of  Harwich  which 
is  geared  to  the  needs  of  the  children  of  Harwich. 

We,  too,  have  done  a  little  innovating,  hopefully  not 
for  its  own  sake  alone.  ^  y  u 
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Two  areas  which  may  be  of  interest  to  the  reader  are  in 
the  teaching  of  reading  in  the  primary  grades  and  in  our 
federally  supported  Little  Fiddlers  program. 

Many  so  called  new  approaches  to  primary  reading  seem 
to  resemble  the  old.  As  Dr.  Sheldon,  Professor  of  Education, 
Syracuse  University  has  said,  “Indeed  we  often  seem  to  re¬ 
treat  to  the  past  to  resurrect  a  procedure  long  since  aband¬ 
oned  and  often  nearly  forgotten.  Initial  Teaching  Alphabet, 
linguistic  approaches,  individualized  instruction,  depart¬ 
mentalization,  and  homogeneous  grouping  are  old  wines  in 
new  bottles.  The  occasional  innovation  not  heretofore  tried 
often  disappears  from  view  because  it  is  misrepresented  by 
the  innovators  or  too  zealously  demonstrated  by  apostles.” 

We  have  in  the  primary  grades  attempted  to  base  our 
reading  learning  experiences  upon  an  emphasis  in  phonics. 

Our  phonics  approach  is  based  upon  a  recognized  need 
for  the  children  to  develop  the  skills,  understandings,  and 
attitudes  necessary  for  early  success  and  continued  progress 
in  reading  development. 

The  instructional  method  presented  in  our  phonics  based 
approach  is  unique  and  effective.  The  method  is  essentially 
one  of  presenting  letter  sounds,  and  generalizations  (or  prin¬ 
ciples),  having  the  boys  and  girls  identify  phonetic  elements 
in  whole  words  and  discover  that  generalizations  are  appli¬ 
cable  and  extending  the  application  of  phonetic  principles  to 
the  analysis  of  new  words. 

This  method  allows  greater  freedom  in  the  choice  of 
words  for  vocabulary  development  and  for  the  construction 
of  stories  for  reading  development  than  do  substitution 
methods  of  phonics  instruction  which  use  a  word  family  ap¬ 
proach.  We  believe  the  method  offers  a  challenging,  think¬ 
ing  approach  to  word  perception  rather  than  one  which  de¬ 
pends  upon  the  sheer  memorization  of  word  forms  and  their 
sound  equivalents. 

Since  the  vowel  is  the  basic  unit  in  the  syllable  and  since 
most  consonants  depend  upon  the  vowels  for  their  specific 
sounds,  our  method  starts  with  the  presentation  of  the  long 
and  short  forms  of  the  vowels.  Then  and  only  then  it  intro¬ 
duces  the  sounds  of  the  consonants  and  a  few  consonant 
blends,  along  with  a  means  of  putting  sounds  together  to 
form  a  meaningful  unit — a  word.  By  learning  the  vowel 
sounds  first,  the  child  is  able  to  sound  words  in  the  early 
stages  of  the  readiness  period.  With  the  addition  of  each  new 
sound  and  phonetic  principle,  his  sounding  vocabulary  in- 
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creases  and  new  words  can  be  added  to  his  reading  vocabu 
lary.  The  procedure  in  this  method  is  based  upon  Ihe  as' 
sumption  that  word  analysis  skills  should  be  developed  along 
with  a  vocabulary  that  can  be  identified  by  analysis  This 
procedure  discounts  the  assumption  on  the  part  of  some 
reading  specialists  that  the  mastery  of  a  sight  vocabularv 
must  precede  the  development  of  word  analysis  skills. 

Under  the  provisions  of  a  Title  III  grant  from  the  Federal 
Government  the  Little  Fiddlers  program  has  been  estah 
hshed  in  the  Elementary  School  this  fill  Funds  are  prodded

wor  sh°p  programs  was  held  in  the  auditorium  with  285 
children  playing.  Recently  individual  tape  recordings  were 
made  by  each  child.  These  tapes  will  be  added  to  every 
woiKshop  week,  forming  a  permanent  record  of  each  child’s 
progress  for  their  personal  benefit  as  well  as  for  evaluation 
purposes.  Over  150  parents  responded  to  our  invitation  to  visit 
classes  and  observe  the  classes  in  action.  The  after-school  and 
Saturday  string  classes  have  steadily  increased  in  size  and 
bring  the  program  to  children  from  neighboring  Cape  towns 
children  above  grade  two  level  and  also  a  group  of  three  and 
four  year  old  pre-school  age  children. 


.  Harwich  has  occasion  to  be  very  proud  of  the  fact  that 
ms  program  is  the  only  all-inclusive  string  teaching  program 
oi  its  kind  in  the  United  States  and  the  only  Title  III  Music 
Education  project  in  Massachusetts. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  quiet  work  that  is  car¬ 
ried  on  day  to  day,  not  only  in  the  classrooms,  but  also  among 

CUit0dial  cafeteria  staff,  the  health  services 

staff,  the  special  educational  services  group,  the  summer 
school  staff  and  the  school  bus  drivers.  Each  year  we  are 
presented  with  more  children — each  year  the  responsibilities 
of  the  entire  school  staff  become  greater.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  ART  SUPERVISOR 

Over  the  past  year  the  art  program  in  the  elementary 
and  intermediate  schools  has  continued  to  offer  a  variety 
of  creative  opportunities  for  our  children. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  curriculum  of  two  and  three 
dimensional  work,  the  following  activities  were  included  in 
the  art  program  to  further  enrich  the  child’s  understanding 
of  all  the  arts: 

1.  For  the  second  year  all  the  sixth  grades  took  an  art 
field  trip  to  the  Chrysler  Museum  in  Provincetown. 
The  children  had  a  fine  chance  to  see  first  hand 
European  and  American  paintings  and  sculpture, 
Sandwich  glass,  primitive  and  oriental  art. 

2.  Grades  four,  five,  and  six  have  been  viewing  once  a 
month  an  excellent  television  program  entitled  MEET 
THE  ARTS  designed  for  this  age  group.  The  program 
uses  music,  sculpture,  paintings,  architecture,  drama, 
and  literature  simultaneously  to  illustrate  a  different 
theme  each  week. 

3.  A  local  craftsman  presented  an  illustrated  lecture 
about  crafts  on  Cape  Cod  to  grades  four  through  six. 

The  “Three  Arts  Show”  held  last  June  combined  music, 
dance,  and  elementary  art  which  included  murals,  collages, 
posters,  sculpture,  glazed  ceramics,  cut-paper  designs  and 
block  prints  in  addition  to  drawings  and  paintings. 

Brooks  Library  exhibited  third  grade  Christmas  paintings 
during  the  holiday  season  and  displayed  work  from  all  grades 
over  the  summer  months. 

Last  April  the  elementary  art  department  sponsored  a 
fifteen  hour  in-service  art  workshop  for  our  teachers.  A 
visiting  art  consultant  instructed  fifty  teachers  in  the  use 
of  various  media. 
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Grades  four,  five,  and  six  again  participated  in  two  suc¬ 
cessful  community  projects:  the  Jester  Program  Cover  Con¬ 
test  sponsored  by  the  Harwich  Junior  Theater,  and  Conserva¬ 
tion  Posters  sponsored  by  the  Harwich  Junior  Woman’s  Club. 

One  of  our  children  won  state  recognition  in  this  latter 
project. 

The  sincere  interest  and  cooperation  which  the  school 
committee,  the  superintendent,  the  principals,  and  the  teach¬ 
ers  have  shown  in  the  art  program  are  greatly  valued.

REPORT  OF  JUNIOR-SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

ART  SUPERVISOR 

The  art  program  in  Harwich  Junior-Senior  High  School 
has  continued  according  to  the  planned  curriculum  in  all 
levels. 

A  variety  of  art  experiences  has  been  accomplished  in 
many  media.  Areas  covered  were  drawing,  painting,  com¬ 
position  and  design,  three  dimensional  sculpture  in  clay, 
wood  and  stone.  Craft  work  has  been  done  in  pottery,  enam¬ 
eling,  silk  screening,  batik  and  stitchery.  Our  art  show  held 
at  the  school  in  May  was  successful. 

Students  in  the  high  school  who  majored  in  art  visited 
the  Cape  Cod  Community  College  to  hear  a  lecture  on 
Chinese  art  in  April.  In  November  they  took  a  day  tour  of 
craft  studios  from  Cedarville  to  East  Orleans  and  saw  many 
types  of  work  and  also  visited  the  Spider  Web  Press  to  see 
how  a  newspaper  is  laid  out.  This  trip  was  interesting  and 
thought  provocative. 

Exceptional  work  of  eighteen  of  our  students  was  selected 
by  a  jury  to  be  shown  at  the  Scholastics  Art  Awards  Show 
in  Boston.  Five  gold  keys  and  two  blue  ribbons  were  won. 
Blue  ribbon  finalists  work  was  sent  to  New  York  and  a  thir¬ 
teen  year  old  boy,  Timothy  David,  won  the  national  stone 
sculpture  award  in  competition  with  students  from  the  en¬ 
tire  United  States. 

The  teacher  attended  the  Massachusetts  Art  Educators’ 
Conference  at  Williams  College  and  North  Adams  State  Col¬ 
lege  in  April  and  the  fall  conference  at  Worcester  in  October.

We  have  completed  another  active  year  in  which  our 
band  and  orchestra  participated  in  various  concerts,  festivals 
school  and  civic  functions.  This  past  year,  in  addition  to  com¬ 
bining’  with  the  Chatham  groups,  we  scheduled  a  very  suc¬ 
cessful  concert  combining  our  Elementary  and  High  School 


I  now  have  a  greater  teaching  load  on  the  elementary 
level  whicn  cuts  down  the  time  available  for  high  school 
instrumental  lessons. 

I  feel  that  giving  our  beginning  students  a  good  founda¬ 
tion  in  instrumental  playing  is  at  present  our  most  important 
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I  am  pleased  that  the  Little  Fiddlers  Program  received 
a  Title  III  grant  for  primary  string  teaching.  This  should 
advance  our  string  program  greatly  so  that  I  may  devote 
more  of  my  energies  to  developing  band  students.  However, 
since  the  Little  Fiddlers  program  extends  through  the  second 
grade,  it  will  be  necessary  that  we  commence  our  regular 
string  program  on  the  third  grade  level  next  year.  At  the 
present  time  our  program  starts  on  the  fourth  grade  level.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC 

In  addition  to  the  usual  singing,  note  reading,  rhythm 
responses  and  theory  in  the  elementary  grades  we  are  now 
able  to  present  an  appreciation  program.  This  is  due  to  the 
purchase  of  a  fine  set  of  ten  records,  called  “Adventures  in 
Music”  complete  with  explanatory  booklets. 

Some  of  the  above  records  can  also  be  used  in  the  Junior 
High  School  where  a  new  record  player  and  table-on-wheels 
has  been  a  great  aid  to  their  program.  New  sets  of  books  in 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  have  made  the  singing  enjoy¬ 
able  and  the  music  is  such  that  it  complements  the  program 
of  instruments,  composers,  history  of  music  in  America,  folk 
songs  from  other  lands  and  seasonal  songs. 

Several  members  of  the  High  School  chorus  participated 
in  the  New  England  Festival  Auditions  held  in  Boston  and 
others  joined  the  Cape  Cod  Festival  Chorus  for  a  day  of  in¬ 
tense  practice  in  preparation  for  a  most  rewarding  concert 
in  the  evening.

REPORT  OF  CORRECTIVE  AND 
DEVELOPMENTAL  READING  SUPERVISOR 

The  special  reading  programs  offered  in  Grades  two 
through  twelve  continue  to  help  those  students  who  are 
having  difficulty  with  the  reading  required  for  their  grade 
and  those  who  are  anxious  to  improve  their  reading  skills, 
rate  and  comprehension.  The  programs  vary  in  format  and 
materials,  not  only  according  to  the  grade  but  also  to  the 
individual  needs  within  the  grade.  Our  emphasis  for  special 
help  in  the  lower  grades  is  primarily  on  the  skills  necessary 
to  make  reading  an  efficient  tool  for  the  student.  At  the 
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upper  levels  the  better  students  are  concerned  with  improv¬ 
ing  their  speed  and  increasing  their  vocabulary. 

This  past  year  we  have  been  extremely  fortunate  in  ac¬ 
quiring  a  “Reading  Eye”,  a  machine  designed  to  film  eye 
movement  in  the  actual  process  of  reading.  We  are  currently 
using  this  machine  in  diagnostic  work. 

Initiated  this  Fall  is  a  “speed  reading”  course  for  inter¬ 
ested  high  school  students.  Two  separate  ten  week  courses 
will  be  held  to  help  those  who  are  preparing  for  college  and 
the  extensive  reading  demands  made  there.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  course  will  at  least  double  the  reading  speed  of 
most  students  while  they  maintain  a  high  level  of  compre¬ 
hension. 

Again  this  summer  the  Federal  Elementary  and  Second¬ 
ary  Education  Act  of  1965  funded  our  Summer  Reading  Lab¬ 
oratory  at  the  Junior-Senior  High  School.  Funds  provided 
for  two  instructors,  additional  reading  equipment  and  lib¬ 
rary  books.  Thirty  students  ranging  from  Grade  five  to  col¬ 
lege  students  attended  six  hours  a  week  for  six  weeks.  The 
standardized  tests  used  for  diagnosis  and  evaluation  of  the 
programs  indicated  the  excellent  progress  made  by  the  stu¬ 
dents.  Follow-up  reports  from  parents,  teachers  and  students 
indicate  substantial  transfer  of  this  training  to  reading 
habits  generally  and  academic  reading  in  particular.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELLOR 

The  services  of  the  School  Adjustment  Counsellor  are 
primarily  directed  to  elementary  grade  children  who  exhibit 
traits  of  emotional  or  social  maladjustment.  Such  behavior 
may  be  recognized  as  poor  academic  achievement,  abnormal 
social  relationships,  emotional  distress,  or  physiological 
symptoms. 

Children  are  referred  to  by  teachers  (45%),  school  ad¬ 
ministrators  (15%),  parents  (35%),  or  agencies  and  physi¬ 
cians  (5%). 

During  1967  seventy-nine  students  in  Chatham  and  Har¬ 
wich  were  engaged  in  regular  tri-monthly  counselling.  Of 
these  students,  twenty-four  are  demonstrating  satisfactory 
re-adjustments  and  are  dismissed.  Counselling  was  termi¬ 
nated  with  eighteen  students  by  referral  to  other  agencies  or 
by  transfer  of  school. 
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Eleven  hundred  and  thirty  hours  of  treatment  were  de¬ 
voted  to  these  children— 60%  in  direct  child  counselling,  30% 
in  parent  interviews,  and  10%  in  teacher  consultations’.  Ad¬ 
ditional  diagnostic  and  corrective  treatment  has  been  ob¬ 
tained  by  referral  to  other  medical  and  psychological  ser¬ 
vices. 

Presently  thirty  -seven  children  are  served  by  such  coun¬ 
selling.  Ten  children  formerly  engaged  in  regular  counselling 
are  met  in  brief  monthly,  follow-up  interviews,  and  contact 
is  maintained  with  their  parents.  It  is  anticipated  that  treat¬ 
ment  must  be  resumed  with  five  such  children.  However,  six¬ 
teen  newly  referred  children  are  awaiting  attention. 

Short  term,  guidance-type  services  have  been  offered 
to  forty-one  other  children.  These  have  involved  educational 
placement,  “crisis”  counselling,  minor  school  adjustment  dif¬ 
ficulties,  disciplinary  and  delinquency  problems.  Academic 
and  psychodiagnostic  testing  is  also  performed  with  selected 
students.

REPORT  OF  SPEECH  THERAPIST 

Speech  therapy  programs  are  quite  new  to  school  systems 
of  relatively  small  enrollments,  though  they  have  been  in 
existence  for  many  years  in  the  larger,  more  urban  areas.  I 
do  not  work  with  every  child  in  the  school  system,  but  con¬ 
centrate  my  efforts  on  those  who  have  any  type  of  communi¬ 
cation  problem.  Though  there  are  many  different  types  of 
communication  problems  in  the  general  population,  only 
four  basic  classifications  are  usually  found  in  the  public 
school:  defects  of  articulation,  abnormal  voice  quality,  stut¬ 
tering,  and  problems  due  to  hearing  loss. 

Articulation  refers  to  the  manner  in  which  we  produce 
our  consonant  sounds.  The  majority  of  my  cases  distort,  sub¬ 
stitute,  or  omit  consonant  sounds,  thus  rendering  their 
speech  partially  or  totally  unintelligible. 

Voice  problems  are  defects  in  the  overall  sound  of  the 
voice:  abnormal  pitch  range,  lack  of  expression  and  inflec¬ 
tion,  inability  to  speak  loudly  enough. 

Though  all  speech  problems  tend  to  hinder  the  student 
in  schoolwork  and  in  interpersonal  relationships,  now  and 
later  on  in  life,  I  think  the  most  handicapping  of  all  is  stut- 
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tering.  This  abnormal  and  very  distracting  way  of  communi¬ 
cating  to  others  is  usually  caused  by  anxiety  about  the  very 
act  of  speaking  itself. 

Hard  of  hearing  students  need  auditory  training  (im¬ 
proving  their  ability  to  discriminate  between  similar  sounds), 
and  practice  in  speechreading  (lipreading). 

My  cases  are  selected  from  those  students  referred  to  me 
by  their  teachers  and  from  the  entire  grades  that  I  test 
individually.  This  school  year  all  third  graders  and  eighth 
graders  were  tested. 

By  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June  1967  I  had  worked 
with  a  total  of  twenty-nine  students  ranging  from  grades 
kindergarten  through  eight.  This  is  on  a  part-time  basis, 
since  my  time  is  equally  divided  between  Chatham  and  Har¬ 
wich.  So  far  this  school  year  I  have  worked  with  a  total  of 
twenty-four  cases  from  grades  kindergarten  through  grade 
nine.
